PHENIX PARK. 
TRIAL ‘OF DANIEL CURLEY. 

Dupuin, April 16.—Daniel Curley, in- 
dicted for participation in the murder of Cav- 
endish and Burke, was placed on trial tnis 
morning. 

The case for the prosecution was opened 
by Murphy. He said that neither a feeling 
of indignation at the crime nor panic in re- 
gard to theuiselves should influence the jury. 

He then detailed the circumstances of the 
murder. Murplry stated that Farrell, the in-

He would not have called Mr. Fors- 
ter’s “‘removal” murder; the conspirators 
had arranged for the assasination the 4th of 
May last of Lieut.-Col, Liillier, then Inspect- 
or-General of Constabulary, and Burke. He 
did not think Burke deserved to be murdered, 
but would not have cried at anything that 
happened to Forster. 

Upon the conclusion of the testimony of 
Farrell court adjourned until tomorrow. 

Curley maintained an indifferent air 
throughout, 

BULLDOZED. 
Dr. Webb, one of the counsel assigned to 


‘defend theindicted men, asked to be re- 


lieved from that duty after the case of Cur- 
ley is disposed of. 

The Judge stated he would give’ the re- 
quest due consideration. 

Adams, another of the counsel for the de- 
fense, applied to be relieved from further 
duties at the end of the trial of Curley. 

The effect of the letter received by the 
foreman of the jury which tried Joe Brady 
threatening that he would be killed unless 
averdictof *“‘not guilty” was found was 
shown today by the fact of the special jury 
panel called in the case of Curley. Fifty 
persons failed to appear, notwithstanding a 
warning that a fine of £100 would be imposed 
Oh each absentee. 

|The iuformer Carey in bis testimony given at 
the preliminary examination Feb. 16 swore that 
in Devember, 1881, be went to the Phenix Park 
with Curley, and there met Mullett, the Chair- 
manof the Dublin Branch, and Waish, another 
m@mber of the “Society for the Extirpation of 
Tytanis.”” They watched the Chief Secretary's 
office until they saw the brothers of Secretary 
Forster and Under-Secretary Burke vome out. 
When Walsh, tne organizer, arrived in Dublia 
fourof the principals selected the men who 
were “to do the work.”” Most of these were se- 
lected wy Ouriey and Mullett. The s0- 
ciety watcbed day and night for a 
chance to wurder Forster, and on one 
oceasion arrangements were made to **remove’’ 
him while on his way to the castie. A car was 
stationed at the park gate, in which were Leon- 
ard, McMabon, Brady, Kelly, Martin and Curley 
and the witness. Carey was to give the signal 
when Forster passed. It had been arranged that 
Fitz- Harris should drive his ead in ahead of the 
Secretary's carriage, but the plan failed through 
the negligence of a spy named Rowles. Curiey 
reprimanded the derelict Rowles, and watched 
personally for Forster on bis return from the 
castie, but the pian miscarried avain. 

After Mullett was arrested Curley became 
Chairman of the “ Extirpators,’’ and Joe Brady 
took his place in the Vouncil. March 3, 1882, 
another attempt was to have been made on 
Forster's life near St. Mark’s Church, and Cur- 
ley with others was again present. The night 
Mr. Forster left Ireland fifteen “ Invincibles”’ 
followed him to the Westland row railroad sta- 
tion, and Curley looked into the cars, but saw 
ouly Mrs. and Miss Forster. Curley was in com- 
mandon this oceasion, and was acting under 
orders from “No. 1.” The day before 
the assasination of Cavendish and Burke 
seven of the conspirators jaid in wait for Mr. 
Burke opposit the Viceregal Lodge, but he 


} took another route and escaped for the time. 


Curley was one of the would-be murderers. 

On the fatal 6th of May Curley met the men 
who bad been designated to “remove” Burke, 
and after they bad secured their car took acab 
and returned to the city. He directed all the 
arrangements in Phenix Park and put notices in 
che boxes of the newepaper ollices to the effect 
that the killing bad been done. “The cards réad, 
“ Executed by order of the Irish lnvincibies.” 
After we murders Curley, Brady, and Carey 
met “ No. 1" at the house of Edward McUaffrey, 
and reported what they bad dove. Iu Phenix 
Park Curey pointed out Burke to Curley as the 
man in the gray suit.]} 


CRUSHEEN, 
THE CONFESSION OF TUBRIDY. 

DuBLIN, April 16.—The inquiry of Clifford 
Lioyd into the plet to murder ia the Crusheen 
district has led to remarkable disclosures. 

The first clew to the existence of a con- 
spiracy was obtained by the confession of a 
man named Tubridy, wounded in an attack 
on an objectionable party by Moonlighters. 

Tubridy has given full particulars in court 
of the murder of aman named Kennedy by 
assasins brought from a distance. 

Tubridy states that he belonged to &, 8e- 
cret society, in which he was obliged by 
threats to continue. 

In January, 1882, the society was reorgan- 


ized with the special object of killing land- 


lords, agents, and spies, 

The local Jeader, named MacInerney, intro- 
duced to the members a str.nger from Dub- 
lin, who said he had traveled through other 
counties and formed societies. He stated 
that the Land League would supply the socie- 
ty with arms, and promised that the league 
would pay Maclnerney the expenses ot men 
sent out of their own districts. He also said 
the menibers might have to go to various 
parts of Ireland, and even to England, to 


‘shoot landlords and agents.

A SCARE IN BROOKLYN. 

NEw York, April 16.—[Special.|—About 
5 o’clock this afternoon Charles Wilson, a 
fireman employed in Ronald’s plambing- 
material factoty, No. 43 Boerum piace, 
Brooklyn, found on a shelf in the tool-room 
an odd-looKking package, sometiting in the 
shape of a sattsage, 
length and about one inch and a half in 
diameter. Wilson gave the package to his 
brother, R. M. ‘Wilson, who is foreman of 


‘the shop, and the latter was about to throw 


it into the furmace when the fireman re- 
strained him by remarking that it might be 
dynamite. The brothers then, put the 
package in water, and afterward ‘gave it to 
Officer Webb. . Before the Wilsons gave the 
package to the officer they placed a very 
smal) portion of it in the furnace, and noted 
the fact that igéxploded with some force 
when exposed to the fire. Webb, having re- 
ceived an intimation trom the Wiisons that 
the package contained dynamite, handled it 
in avery careful manner. It was subse- 
quentiv examined and found to contain 
about six ounces of light-colored stuff, most 
of which appeared to besawdust. The chem- 
ist who tested it as best he could outside a 
laboratory gave it as_ his opinion that the 
stuff was dynamite. ‘The police have so far 
been unable to discover any motive for 
plating a package of dynamite in the factory. 
About fifty nen are employed by Kovalds & 
Co., and ob the floor above about 100 girls 
work in Ball & Blackhaus’ skirt factory. A 
chemical analysis of the contents of the 
package will be made as soon as possible. 
: DYNAMITE CARTRIDGE FOUND.

EFFORTS TO PRECIPITATE ANOTHER GREAT 
STRIKE, 


Dus.in, April 16.—An effort is making to 


renew the strike of the Irish police. A cir- 
cular*has been addressed from Belfast to all 
stations exhorting the men to strike, and 
urging justification by the long delay of the 
commission in publishing the result of the 
inquiry into the grievances of the men. The 
castle authorities have issued a circular ap- 
pealing to the men not to act rashly, and 
promising that the conclusions of the com- 
mission wiil be published immediately. 
AT CORK. 

Cork, April 16.—At the constabulary it 
was intimated that the Government was pfe- 
pared for any emergency, and that any one 
jvining the present agitation would, be dis- 
missed. 

[A year or more ago the administration of po- 
lice affairsin Ireland was greatly complicated 
by astrike of the Koyal Irish Constabulary. 
The Irish police are practically a military body, 
and are mounted and armed as cavalrymen. 
They bave always been conspicuously loyal to 
the British Government, but they tired at last 
of the dirty work of eviction, at which they were 
compelled to assist. In addition to this, the ex- 
citement which attended the passage of the 
Land act multiplied their duties, and tbeir pay 
was very low. They petitioned several times 
for advanced wages, but without effect, and 
finally a concerted strike occurred in scores of 
districts. The offi ried the bulldozing 
process at first aud ed dire pains and 
penalties, but it w iscovered that the 
men had a perfect rigmt to quit work if they 
chose todo so. Higher authorities were con- 
suited, and a compromise was effected. The 
House of Commons voted the sum of £180,000 to 
be distributed among the mep as extra compen- 
sation and the diiliculty was bridged over tew- 
porarily. There was aiso asimilur strike among 
the Metropolitan Police of Dublin—an entirely 
different body from the Koyal lrish Constabu- 
iary, Who are stationed in the country districts. ] 


DEATHS YESTERDAY. 
DR. FARR. 

Loxpvon, April i6.—[Special Cable.j|—Dr. 
William Farr, F. R. 8., D. C. L., died today, 
aged 76 years. He was Superintendent of 
the Statistical Department of the Registrar- 
General’s office, Somerset House, 

[He was born at Keniey, Shropshire, was edu- 
cated at Dorrington and Shrewsbury, eatered 
the University of Paris, and proceé@ed. to the 
University of London in 1831. Atan early age 
he showed a strong taste for statistical inquiry 
and the systematizing of figures. Hedischarged 
the duties of house surgeon of Shrewsbury In- 
firmary for six monthsin 1832, and afterwards 
commenced the practice and teaching of medi- 
cine in London; edited the Me@ical Attnual and 
the British Annals of Medicine, was appointed 
Compiler of Abstracts in the Registrar-General’s 
office in 1838, and organized there the statistical 
department, of which he was the Superinten- 
dent. He assisted the Registrar-General in tak- 
ing the census in 1851, 1861, and 1871; be wasa 
member ot the Royal Commission for 
Inguiring into the Sanitary Condi- 
tion of the Army in India in 
1858; and was delegated by the Government to 
attend the International Statistical Congresses 
beld at various times in the chiet capitals of 
Europe. He was the author of many cuntribu- 
tions to the medical journals, the article “ Vital 
Statistics,”” in McCulloch’s “Statistics of the 
British Empire,” annual official reports on the 

ublic health, and on te causes of death in 

Ingland, the “Finance of Life Assurance, 
* Pauper on the Income-Tax”; and parts of the 
census reports 1851 aud 1861. ._He contributed 
many papers to the Statistical Society of Lon- 
don; reported in detail on the cholera epidemic 
of 1849: framed a new statistical nosology; and 
constructed the Evglish iife-table, witn values 
of-annuities and premiums for single and joint 
lives. Dr. Farr read a paper before the RBoyal 
Society in 1859, describing the method of con- 
structing life tables, and the application of 
Scheutz's calculating machine to that purpose. 
He was chosen a corresponding member of the 
French institute in May, 1872. 

BARON TALBOT VDE MALAHIDE. 

LONDON, April 16.—[Special. Cable.|— 
Baron ‘Talbot de Malahide died today, aged 
75 years. ) 

[The Rt.-Hon. James Talbot, LL.D., was born 
Nov. 22, 1805. He was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He was returned to the House 
of Commons a8 mewberin the Liberal interest 
for Athlone in December, 1832,and was defeated 
atthe general election in January, 1835. He 
succeeded to the Irish title in 186), on bis father’s 
death, and was created a Peerof Engtand in 
1856. Lord Taibot was President of the Archm- 
ological Society of Great Britain and Lreland, 
which owed much of its present prosperity to 
his intluence and activity. He was President 
of the Geological and Zodlogical Societies of 
Dublin; a Vice-President of the Royal Dublin 
Society, Fellow of the Rvuyal Society, and @ 
Member of the Council of the Royal Lrisb Acad- 
emy, of which institution, indeed, he was for 
some time Presideut, but resigned the oflice in 
November, 1569. Lord Talbot was hereditary 
Lord-Admiral of Matabide, and the castle and 
estates of Malahide bave been in the possession 
of hie ancestors for nearly TOU years in direct 
male descent. He had beena Lord in waiting to 
the Queen. The Hon. Richard Wagan succeeds 
to the English and the Hon. K. W. ‘Talbot to the 
Irish title. Lord Talbot was a widower.] 


VICTORIA. 
THE QUEEN’S TRIBUTE TO JOHN BROWN 
WHICH EXCITED GENERAL COMMENT. 

The following is the manner in which the 
death of John Brown was announced in the 
English Court Circular: 

We have to record the death of Mr. John 
Brown, the Queen's personal attendant, which 
took piace at Windsor Castile at a quarter past 11 
o’elock Tuesday evening, the 27th inst., of 
érysipelas. This melancholy event has caused 
the deepest regret to: the Queen, the royal fam- 
ily, and all the membérs of the royal household. 
To ber Majesty the loss is irreparabie, and the 
death of this truly faithful and devuted servant 
has been a grievous shock to the Queen. In 1849 
Mr. John Brown entered the Queen's service as 
one of the Balmoral gillies, and by his careful 
attention, steadiness, and intelligence he rose in 
1858 to the position of the Queen’s personal 


servant in Scotiand, which in 1864 was extended . 


to that vf constant personai attendant on Her 
Majesty on all occasions. During the last eight- 
een years and a hulf he served ber Majesty 
coustantly, and uever once absenoted hbi:nseif 
from his duty for a single day.

- Three were sentenced to penal sery- 
itude for life, seven to fifteen years’ penal 
servitude, four to ten years, and four to four 
years; eight were banished to Siberia, 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE CZAR’S CORONA-

preparations for the coronation are making 
rapid progress. For four nights the great 
belfry tower of iron was splendidly illu- 
minated by electricity by way of an experi- 
nent. No fewer than 4,000 Swan incandes- 
cent lamps Cover the cupola, and 120 electric 
lamps of Russian invention outline the cross. 
All the principal churches are also to be il- 
lumtnated with ordinary lights from foun- 
dation to spire. The assistance of foreigners 
in the work is to be entirely dispensed with 
if possible; and no English illuminating or 
pyrotechnic firms will be employed on this oc- 
casion, as they were at the coronation of 
Alexander II, The firework displays are to 
be conducted by artillerists and engineers, 
independently of all extraneous aid.

TRE WAR IN HAYTL 


Queer Tales of the Insurrection 


Told by Incoming Trading 
Vessels, 


The Government Troops Lost Seven- 
ty-two Killed at the Battle 
of Miragoane. 
|

A Philadelphia Vexsel Took Down the 
Outfit with Which the Rebels 
| Fought. 


The Flight of Salone, an Officer under 
the Solomon Administration His 
Recital. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 16.—Capt. Mc- 
Gilvery, of the brig James Miller, from Mira- 
goane, Hayti, gives the details of the battle 
for the possession of Miragoane March 31. 
About 800 rebels engaged the Government 
troops, who were repulsed with a loss of 
seventy-two killed. The rebels used two 
fielupieces with terrible effeet. The brig 
Miller harbored 300 women and children 
during the engagement, and a nativeof Mira- 
goane haired Bismark remained on board 
for fear of being shot by the rebels, and was 
brought to Chester. 

HOW THE WAR BEGAN. 

Cavt. McGilvery also makes a statement 
that the rebel General and the nucleus of 
his army were land:d by the steamship 
Tropic, belonging to Warner & Merritt, of 
thiscity. The Tropie took from Philadelphia 
1,000 rifles, 500 sabres, 500 revolvers, 1,000,000 
cartridges, two field-pieces, and a large nuin- 
ber of tents for the rebels, which were 
landed at Miragoane. ‘The steamer took 
Gen. Laforest and his men on board at 
Antiqua. The arms, etc., were put on the 
steamer beluw Chester from a barge after 
she cleared here. 

THE MATE. 

The story of Capt. MceGilveryis corrob- 
orated by the mate of his vessel and by Bis- 
mark. The latter had been appointed Cap- 
tain of the port by the inasurrecciobists, and 
incurred their displeasure. The marks of 
bullets were seen in the rigging of the James 
Miller. One of the owners of the Tropic 
says he regards the story as improbable, but 
knew nothing of the matter. The Tropic is 
due here Saturday. He denies that any arms 
were taken from here. 

MR. “BISMARCK” GIVES A DIFFERENT AC- 
COUNT OF HIMSELF. 

PHILADELPAIA, Pa., April 16.—[Special.] 
—The brig James Miller, of Belfast, Me., ar- 
rived on Saturday at the wharves of John M. 
Sharpless & Co., of Chester, from Miragoane, 
Hayti, having on boardas a passenger Amer- 
igo Salone, one of the military advisers of 
Gen. Sulomon, President of the Republic of 
Hayti. He is a refugee from his native coun- 
try, having escaped with his life during the 
insurrection at Miragoane. 

On the night of March 27, information ofa 
revolutionary movement having been impart- 
ed to the President, Salone, with a General’s 
commission, was sent post haste to the threat- 
ened town with instructions to check and 
repel any invasion that might be attempted. 
He arrived at Miragoane, the scene of the 
threatened outbreak, but, es he entered the 
place from the island, the resvlutionists, led 
by Bayer Bazeliais and Gen. Barlow, de- 
scended from the sea. The aimost defense- 
less place, surprised by superior numbers 
who overpowered the few soldiery who ad- 
hered to the Administration, was seized al- 
most without a struggle. 

FLIGHT. 

Gen. Salone, realizitig the hopelesness of 
the President's cause at that time, instead of 
raising the standard of the Republic, sought to 
escape. He disguised himself asa stevedore, 
and, under the nameof John Bismarck, tried 
to pass through the lines. Being suspected, 
he was stopped by the outposts and drageed 
before Gen. Bazellais, the usurping President, 
who at once recognized him and ordered hiin 
to be shot. Before this command could be 
carried into effect Gen. Salone managed to 
escape, taking refuge and seeking protection 
under the United States flag on board tie 
James Miller. This brig, with the Letitia of 
New York, and two other vessels, was riding 
at anchor within hailing distance of the 
shore when the attack was made. A gen- 
eral conflagration was Imminent. 

REFUGEES. 

About 400 women and children fled to the 
James Miller and were concealed between 
the decks of the vessel. These people, being 
assured protection, soon after left the brig 
and returned to the city, thenstrongly barri- 
caded against an expected attack from the 
Government forces which were being hur- 
riedly mobilized at the Capital. When it 
became know n that Gen. Salone was still on 
board, the revolutionists determined.to seize 
the vessel and put him todeath. ‘The brig, 


- which had putinto the port fur logwood, 


although only partly loaded, was imme- 
diately prepared for sea. 
FIRING ON THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


When Gen. Barlow, at the head of two 
companies of well-armed men, appeared at 
the water’s edge next morning he saw the 
vessel with the American colors at the mast- 
head speeding beyond gunshot distance. 
There was a quick command, a well disci- 
plined movement, and then those on the fly- 
ing brig saw tor an instant a bright red 
flash, long and regular, and almost simul- 
taneously heard the musical whizzing of the 
bullets as whey ricocheted along the 
smooth surface of the water. One of the 
crew who remaified above deck made a nar- 
row escape, having his clothes perfurated by 
tiying buliets. No other hostile demonsira- 
tion was made, and the brig continued her 
voyage without further incident. 

SALONE. 

Gen. Salone received a Press reporter on 
board the véssel, and recounted the story of 
his adventures. He isa full-blooded negro, 
about 50 years of age. His large, muscular 
figure was clad in the coarse clothing of a 
stevedore, while his bead was swathed in 
linen, after the fashion of his people. He 
spoke excellent French, but his English was 
somewhat broken. He told the reporter that 
the attack upon him was so sudden that he had 
no time to save anything—not even his 
clothing. His property in Miragoane was 
confiscated, and, save the little he possessed 
in Port au Prince, where his wife and chil- 
dren were living, he was coinpietely depend- 
ent uvon Capt. MeGilvery, for whose kind- 
ness he “was deeply grateful. He was stil! 
known to the crew as John Bismarck, and 
as long as possible would retain his in- 
cogniio. The James Miller will leave for 
New York today af tomorrow, whence the 
Haytian purposes to sail immediately for 
Port au Prince, todo what he can towards 
upholding the administration and quelling 
the disturbances now threatening the Re- 
public. ,

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CARTER HARRISON'S BOMBSHELL. 

Tne speech made by Mr. Carter H,. Harri- 
son at the Iroquois Club banquet on Friday 
evening is exciting comment all over the 
country. If Mr. Harrison’s purpose was to 
direct attention to bimself, be has succeeded 
beyoud his most sanguine expectation. If 
he intended his reinarks as a timely warning 
to the Democracy to ‘go slow” on the tariff 
g¢question, he must be disappointed, for his 
utterances have contributed a new impulse 
to the controversy among the Democrats 
already precipitated by Mr. Henry Watter- 
gon in the Courier-Journal. Th@ Randall- 
Dana Democrats and the Carlisie-Watterson 
Democrats were already at loggerheads;: but 
Harrison’s speech, the peculiar conditions 
under which it was delivered, and the atten- 
tion which it has commanded will intensify 
and embitter the factional fight the Demo- 
ecrats bave on hand over the Speakership of 
the new Congress and the party attitude on 
the tariff question. 

The drift of all the utterances at the Iro- 
quois banyguet before Mr. Harrison got on 
his feet was in the direction of revenue re- 
form as the leading issue to be presented by 
the party in the Presidential campaign of 
iss4. Eloquence afid discretion rarely go 
hand in hand, and the more oratorical of the 
‘speakers, like Col. Vilas, were outspoken and 
exuberant in urging the free-trade doctrine. 
Senator Bayard, and even Mr. Lurlbert, 
editor of the New York Worid, were more 
careful in their expressions; the latter re- 
strained his revenue-reform aspirations so 
far as to say that “any tariff raised for rev- 
enue only, which nust provide and put into 
the Treasury asam of money sufficient to 
meet the legitimate expenditures of our Fed- 
eral Government, must aiford for a long 
time to come ample incidental protection to 
ail fair and honest vested interests.”” Never- 
theless, it was so evidently the purpose of 
the occasion to start a“* boom ” for free trade 
that Mr. Harrison’s speech had all the effect 
of dynamite exploding by concussion. Lis 
subject was “Public Office a Public Trust,” 
but the purport of his remarks will be suffi- 
ciently recalled by the fvllewing extract 
from his speech: 


1 say today you may make your tariff for 
revenue aplank in your next resolutions, and 
you will split (he Democratic party. Butif you 
tuke the position that protecuion ia a bydra- 
headed mouster that musi be stricken down rou 
wili not apiit the Demucratic party. Protection 
isamouster. Free trade is a tuing for the doc- 
trinaire. The people are not yet edwcated up to 
it. It was a good thieyg tweuty years ago, when 
we beld the power of the Administration in 
Washington. But take that as your plank and 
‘you do not win from the Republican party one 
singie one of its adherents. Yuu will drive 
thuusands of our own pevpie from our ranks, 
and you will probably bave a Presidential candi- 
date writing a letter at the wrong moment that 
kills your piatforim. 


It may be that Harrison’s attack on the 
policy which had been outlined by the previ- 
ous speeches was outof place because an- 
other theme had been assignedto him. It 
may be that it was impertinent on his part to 
instruct the party on a National subject when 
men of National reputation were present. It 
may be that his self-importance, which is ob- 
truded upon every possible occasion, be- 
trayed him intoa blunder which is apt to 
prove embarrassing to the Democrats. At 
the saine time, the very fact thathis remarks 
have created a great commotion among the 
party leaders and mouthpieces indicates 
that they have a special significance. To 
push Harrison aside as a inere local politi- 
cian will not dispose of the dilema which he 
was frank enough to point out. Harrison 
may be rebuked for his impertinence and his 
indiscretion, but the situation he described 
will remain just the same. 

Noone who keeps up with current po- 
litical literature can doubt that there is a 
serious division of sentiment in the Demo- 
cratic party on the tariff question. This 
division is sustained by sectional and indi- 
vidual interests, and the success of either 
faction in the contest over the Speakership 
will not bring about harmony. The Eastern 
Democrats, for the most part, will continue 
to contend for the recognition of. the pro- 
tection theory, either directly or indirectly, 
in the tariff system. The Western Demo- 
crats for the most part will continue to con- 
tend for the nearest possible approach to 
free trade and the entire elimination of pro- 
te¢étion from any tariff which may be re- 
tained. The Southern Democrats will be 
split up between these two factions. The 
Randall program for the entire abo- 
limon of the internal revenue taxes, 
including whisky and tobacco, which 
is also advocated by the New York 
Sun, is likely to attract more support from 
SoutMern representatives than any hope of 
free trade which may be held out to them, 
and the adoption of that policy will be an in- 
superabie obstacle in the way of a tariff for 
revenue only, If the Government shal! need 
revenue, and there is no other known means 
for sustaining the Government, and if all rev- 
enue from domestic productions and manu- 
factures be surrendered, then it will be absu- 
lutely necessary to maintain the tariff sys- 
tem at so high afigure that protection for 
home industry with be inseparable from it. 
Aside from this, certain selfish intérests at 
the South clamor for protection with all the 
fervor of Pennsylvania politicians on both 
sides. It was only a day or two ago that 
Gen. W. T. Martin, the Mississippi member 
of the Democratic National Committee, was 
interviewed in New York, and declared that 
his State is in faver of protection, and 
would not support a pronounced free- 


and batting factories are being started 
throvghout the State. Louisiana has its 
sugar interests, Alabama its iron interests, 
and other Southern States various local in- 
terests which demand coddling. The Henry 
Clay Whigs scattered all over the South 
make up a colSiderabie part of the present 
Democratic party in that section, and they 
have no patience with free-trade or revenve- 
tariff ideas.

footsteps of the Louisvilie Courier-Journal. 
Even the Western Democratic politicians 
who shriek for a revenue tariff would refuse 
to advance it practically, How many of 
them would vote for imposing a substantial 
duty on tea and coffee as a means to the re- 
duction of the tariff on foreign commodities 
which compete with home production ? Yet 
a tax on tea and coffee is the most obvious 
example of a “tariff for revenue only.” 
How earnest would the Courier-Journal 
itself. be for the removal of the tariff tax on 
hemp ? 

The Democratic managers and newspapers 
are dealing out curses loud and deep upon 
Carter Harrison’s speech at the [roquols 
banquet simply because there was a laree 
element of truth in what he said. The Demo- 
cratic party is neither united nor sincere in 
its protessions of revenue reform. This pol- 
icy may_be made the leading featare of the 
party platform, but it will be repudiated in 
some sections, and in others it will be con- 
strued and explained to suit prevailing con- 
ditions. There wili be justas much “trim- 
wing” on this question among the Demo- 
crats next year as there was in 1880. The 
conflict between profession and practice will 
be so patent that neither the genuine reve- 
nue-reformers on the one side nor the pro- 
tected interests on the other will have any 
confidence in the party. Those genuinely in 
favor of reform will rather turn to the Re- 
publicans, who have taken the first step in 
tariff reduction, fora rational and gradual 
return toa pure revenue system. The in- 
fluences at work in the Republican party in 
behalf of revenue reform promise better re- 
sults today than the hypocrisy of the Demo- 
crats and the readiness of that party to be 
“‘all things to all men” for the purpose of 
catching votes. 


JUDGE KELLEY’S DINNER. 

The sixty-ninth birthday of Judge Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, was celebrated iu Philadel- 
phia last Friday night by a dinner given 
him by the leading manufacturers of Phila- 


delphia and some of their professional and - 


business friends. ‘i‘he speech of the hero of 
the occasion was in his most characteristic 
vein. It was devoted to proving that but for 
the high taxation to which, under his 
auspices, the country has been committed 
during the last twenty-two years the United 
States would have had no manufactures, bo 
agricultural development, no Kelley, “no 
nothing.’’ 

The Civil War, in Judge Kelley’s view, 
was a great strike of the North against the 
free-trade South A high tariff between 
1830 and 1860 would have preduced such 
prosperity as to have made civil war im- 
possible. In.1860 the country and the peo- 
ple were bankrupt. “ Labor was without em- 
ployment, enterprise without capital, and 
the Government without revenue or credit.” 
* Cheap foreign imports had closed our fur- 
naces, forges, and factories, and thus de- 
stroyed the farmer’s home market for his 
productions.” : 

These deplorable results of low taxation 
between 1850 and 1860 are not to be discov- 
ered in the cepsus of 1860, which shows that 
the country made enormous gains during 
those ten years in immigration, in agri- 
culture, manufactures, in exports and im- 
ports, in schools, newspapers—in all the evi 
dences of wealth and civilization. The 
United States has never yet stopped grow- 
ing, and growing rapidly, through times of 
high tariff and low tariff. But it is a good 
illustration of the necessities of the protec- 
tionist argument, which we leave to speak for 


itself, that all progress between 1850 and 1560 


should be denied, and universal bankruptcy 
be portrayed as the condition of things in 
1860. The companion piece to this picture 
would be to claim that all that has been done 
and acquired by the United States since 1860 
was due to the heavy taxation of the people at 
large for the benefit of the manufacturers, 
and this claim Judge Kelley makes in all its 
hight and breadth. All the immigration, all 
the railroad building, all the growth of 
wealth, population, and manufactures of the 
United States since 1860 he calmly and com- 
prebensively ascribes to the high taxation of 
the tariff, with a tender side-glance at the 
* legal-tender,” which Judge Kelley wanted 
to keep irredeemable. 

A panic like that of 1873 is so trifling an in- 
cident that Mr. Kelley did not find it worth 


while to refer to it at all in his enumeration - 


of the events of the last twenty years. The 
distress now prevailing in almost all 
branches of manafactures he ignored. 
This distress is especially keen in the 
iron and steel industry. On the very 
day Judge Kelley spoke the General Man- 
ager of the Reading Lron-Works announced 
that its mills would be stopped, throwing 
hundreds of men out of work on account of 
the dull times. The day of the dinner thirty 
or more of the principal cotton and wovlen 
manufacturers of Philadelphia met in that 
city to discuss the stagnant condition of their 
industries. Protected Pennsylvania, from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburg, is a mass of strik- 
ers attempting to resist reduction of wages 
under a system which promised them an in- 
crease, 

None of these things were visible to the 
inspired vision of Judge Kelley. Before the 
high taxes of 1861 all was black and dismal 
in American industry; after that date all was 
brilliant and prosperous. It was necessary 
to his argument that it should be so, and 
like a true Pennsylvanian he manufactured 
the facts he needed. The report of the 
dinner says the Judge’s speech was received 
with a storm of applause, and that the 
audience rose as aman to cheer him. Inas- 
much as it was a gathering of the very mapn- 
ufacturers to whom went the taxes for 
which Mr. Kelley has used all his official in- 
fluence for twenty years, the applaug%® was 
natural. The higher the taxes the more ap- 
plause from such an audience. No criti- 
cism of Mr. Keiley’s astonishing assertions 
was to be expected from them. They even 
accepted as a gospel truth his statement 
that the ntining and manufacturing popula- 
tion furnished *“‘a home market” for 90 per 
cent of our grain, which would require every 
man, woman, and child in that branch of our 
population to eat about two bushels a day of 
wheat, or corn, or oats. 
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BRICKLAYERS AND ARBITRATION. 

The bricklayers refused, acc ording to the 
statement of one of the bosses, to listen to 
the proposition made by the latter for an ar- 
bitration to settle the differences between 
them. The plan was proposed in a commu- 
nication from the master masons to the 
Bricklayers’ Union that a joint committee of 
arbitration be made up by the selection of an 
equal number from each society, to be pre- 
sided over by some disinterested person 
choseu by beth sides. This was rejected by 
the bricklayers, who preferred to go on 
strike. 

The strike began April 2, and has al- 
ready lasted thirteen working days. There 
are 3,800 men in the union, and of these it is 
claimed 1,000 are at work at $4aday. The 
loss to the remaining 2,800 at the rate of $3.50 
adayis exactly $9,800 a day, and the total 
loss of wages has already reached $127,400, 
and tonight will be $9,800 more, and by the 
end of this week will be over $175,000. But 


men, for the master masons admit that they 
are willing to pay $4 a day to men who 
are worth it. Their principal complaint ap- 
pears to be against the tyranny of the union, 
which compels them to pay the same wages 
to bad men as to good. 

If the bricklayers’ strike should end this 
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week in the victory of the men, and their | 


wages should be advanced from $3.50 to $4 a 
day, every one of them who has been out of 
work would find that he nad lost $63 in cash 
that he would have received had he stuck to 
his trowel during the last three weeks. That 
is, the extra half dollar of wages he has won 
will not make good the sacrifice of the strike 
until he has earned it for just 126 days. 
Making allowance for bad weather, holidays, 
sickness, and “ off’ days, the bricklayer will 
find the Duilding season over before his in- 
creased wages have reimbursed the expense 
of the strike in the single item of loss of 
wages, to say nothing of his increased ex- 
penditure, almost inevitably forced upon 
strikers, who find time hanging heavy and 
the saloon handy. 

Far be it from us to argue thata good 
bricklayer is not worth $4a day; still less 
that the bricklayers should make no effort to 
better their pay. The laboreris worthy of 
his hire. To get by fair means the highest 
pay possible for his labor is the duty of the 
bricklayer as wellas of every other toiler. 
But the figures we have given, taken from 
the bricklayers’ own lips, prove irresistibly 
that they have chosen a method of enforcing 
theirclaims which, even if successful, wul 
not be beneficial. If they should secure 
the increase they demand ‘they will have to 
work all summer to bring up their earnings 
to what they would have been if they had kept 
on the pay-roll at $3.50 a day. Ofcourse the 
case of the men who would have earned $4 a 
day all this time is still worse. 

All this might have been saved by arbitra- 
tion. When one considers that arbitration as 
a means of setiling the disputes between em- 
ployers and employed is no experiment, but 
has been adopted with the most gratifying 
success both here and abroad, it seems pass- 
ing strange that the Chicago bricklayers 
should have deliberately incurred a loss of 
about $60,000 a week rather than give a trial 
to the offer of arbitration made by the master 
masons. It has been tried at Pittsburg, with 
the result of greatly improving the relations 
oi the men and the bosses. A great many 
strikes have been prevented, and agreat deal 
of money saved to both parties. ‘The Pitts- 
burg coal-miners haye found the system of 
arbitration so uggaful that, according to a dis- 
pateh.in Sanaa TRIBUNE, notwithstand- 
ing the failure of the Board of Arbitration to 
settle pending differences, the coal-miners 
will make a final attempt to use it before 
abandoning all hope of conciliation.. Sec- 
retary Flannery, of the Minbrs’ Association, 
has proposed to the Board of Arbitration 
that the mine-owners should go over their 
books, and if they can show from them good 
and sufficient reason why they cannot pay 
what the miners think is due them a con- 
vention of miners will be called and an ef- 
fort made to get them to accept a reduction. 

The trades-unions in England regard arbi- 
tration with great favor, and its use is spread- 
ing rapidly. The National Miners’ Union, 
the Lron-Workers’ Association, which has 
35,000 inembers, and numbers of other unions, 
oifer arbitration in every dispute. Atone of 
the meetings of the Trades-Unions Congress, 
representing 112 societies and 691,089 mem- 
bers, the President said, after praising the 
results of arbitration: 

When men and employers gather round a 
board to talk over differences and try to adjust 
them tbey @eive evidence of their manhvod. 
Beasts and reptiles tear eacbt other anda carry out 
the law of the strongest, but men reason and 
think, and thus show their dignity, and arrive at 
coaciusions far better und iess costly. Boards 
tor settiing disputes would not do away with 
unions. ‘they would still be needed, and under 


increased necessity. to eaforce the decision of 
the board when given in favor of workingmen. 


We commend these views of a trades-union- 
ist representing nearly 700,000 workingmen 
to the careful consideration of our thinking 
bricklayers. They cotid have lost nothing 
by making a trial‘of arbitration. They might 
have secured a large part of what they 
claimed to be their due. As it is, if they suc- 
ceed at onee they can do no more than come 
out even at the end of the season. | 


SILVER CERTIFICATES AND SILVER DOL- 
LARS. 

‘The United States has now in circulation 
a large currency of gold, silver, greenbacks, 
and National-bank notes. Of the metallic 
money there is an amount of gold and silver 
coin on deposit in the Treasury of the United 
States, for which the depositors have re- 
ceived or may receive Treasury certificates 
redeemable on demand in gold ar silver, as 
may be provided for by the certificates. An 
atteinpt was recently made to induce the Sec- 
retary of the ‘Treasury to allow the issue of 
gold certificates in small amounts, as low as 
$29, instead of in sums of $5,000 as now, and 
to have these certificates redeemable at 
any National depository, insiead of at 
New York exé¢lusivelyas now, but this was 
refused. The result is that the silver certifi- 
cates which circulate as currency are issued 
to the full extent of the silver coin produced 
from the mint, except such as may be held 
by the people, while the gold certificates 
have comparatively but a small circulation. 
In fact, it is acommon thing for the holders 
of gold coin to deposit it in the Treasury in 
exchange for silver certificates. The facility 
for obtaining silver certificates is a sure pro- 
tection to the country against any locking up 
of the currency or producing any scarcity of 
it for gambling or speculative purposes. 

The goid coin and the silver coin are legal 
tenders, as are also the greenbacks. ‘The 
gold and silver certificates and the National- 
bank notes are not legal tender in vay- 
ment of private debts, but they are all re- 
ceivable at the Treasury in payment of cus- 
toms duties and other indebtedness to the 
United Siatves. 

Saturday one of our reporters had a 
conversation with several bankers of this 
city on the subject of silver certificates, in 
which there was a reproduction and repeti- 
tion of much of the old prejudice and bitter- 
ness against the silver dollar witich existed 
five years ago when silver coin.was restored 
to the metallic money of the country. At 
that time the banks of the country united in 
the wildest predictions of ruin to the country 
if the silver dollar was restored. All of 
these predictions having failed ignominious- 
ly, and the country having refused to be 
ruined in order to verify the prophecies of 
the banks, and the little gold there was in 
the country having refused to leave by the 
earliest steamer, and being now here in 
quantity unprecedented in the history of 
America, the banks, or sowe of them at 
least, continue to express their disgust at 
the National prosperity, and on-all occasions 
express their contempt for the ¢‘85-cent”’ 
dollar. One of these Chicago bankers thus 
expressed himself on the subject: 


Neither the siiver nor the gold certificates are 
legal tender. While the latter are just as cheap 
now, the vpioion is thal the silver certiticutes 
will be 15 per cent discount as compared with 
gold certificates if the coinage of silver con- 
tunues. For that reason moueyed men are like- 
ly to Keep clear of the former. There is no 
agreement among bauks Bot tO use them in 
clearmg. We do not have them two send into the 
country. In New York and here they are paid 
to the Government at the custom-houses for 
revenue end duties, and wm of the banks sort 
out the silver certilicates h are found in- 
packages of currency an urn them over to 
iwerchants for this purpuse. Two years agu the 
West could have been inundated witu these cer- 
tifcates, and the banks would have made money 
by the ouperauon. Then the cxpress charges on 
gold were $1.50, while silver certiticates could 
buve been brought out for 80 cents per $1,00v. 
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The United States owes avery large public 
aebt represented by outstanding bonds: The 
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ing Treasury notes, These bonds and Treas- 
ury notes are all redeemable by law in silver 
dollars. The Treasury may employ gold or 
silver coin in payment of all its indebted- 
ness, but has the option to use either. 

The National-bank notes are also redeema- 
ble in ‘silver coin by the banks, as well 
as by the Government. The. entire public 
debt of the United States and the municipal 


debts, as well as the private debts of the peo- 


ple, are payable as a legal tender in the silver 
or gold coinage of the United States. The 
bank-note currency is not a legal tender it- 
self, though it is receivable for all dues to 
the United States, but, like all other debts, it 
is subject to redemption in silver dol- 
lars. Silver certificates are redeema- 
ble by the Treasury in silver dol- 
lars; the National-bank notes have no 
superior or more valuable form of 
redemption; the banks may at their op- 
tion redeem them in gold coin, but if silver 
be offered it is all the law can require; they 
may be redeemed in Treasury notes, but the 
Treasury notes are redeemable in silver dol- 
lars. The silver certificate is therefore of the 
same value, when regarded from the stand- 
point of its ultimate redemption, as is the Na- 
tional-bank note, no greater and no less. The 
intrinsic vaiue of a silver dollar is equal to 
that of the legal-tender silver coin of that de- 
nomination; while the National-bank note 
has no intrinsic value at all, and its value 
cannot rise above that of the coin which can 
be procured in exchange for it, which may 
be gold or may be silver, as matters may hap- 
pen at the time. The practice, thén, of some 
of the banks in styling silver dollars or 
silver certificates as worth only 85 cents on 
the dotlar, when their own notes have no 
higher legal value than silver dollars or sil- 
ver certificates, is, to say the least, an insult 
to popular intelligence, 

When there shall be a sufficiency of silver 
dollars coined to meet the demand, with- 
drawal of the entire issue of National-bank 
notes and the substitution of silver certifi- 
cates for them might take place without any 
possible loss to the country. The issue of 
two kinds of paper money, legally redeem- 
able alike in the same kind of coin, seems 
very much like a useless méasure. In both 
cases the United States Treasury is the ulti- 
mate redeemer of both notes and certificates. 
Why should there be the issue of substan- 
tially two forms of currency under different 
names but both redeemable in the same 
description of coin ? 

The banker above referred to states that at 
one time the banks might have made an im- 
mense amount of money by buying up silver 
certificates and using them as exchange for 
gold, but as the banks did not think it right 
to do this thing they refused to take the mill- 
ions of dollars which they might have made. 
Whata glorious rebuke was this to those 
who say that corporations have no souls! We 
hope they will inform the public without de- 
lay when andwhere silver certificates have 
been obtainable for less than par in gold. 

Theattempt to undervalue, belittle, and de- 
grade the National currency is perpetually 
persisted in without any compunctions of 
conscience. Here are certain institutions 
whose outstanding notes, now circulated at 
par, have no other compulsory form of re- 
demption save in silver dollars, denouncing 
silver dollars as worth only 85 cents in real 
money; and they do thisin full knowledge 
of the fact that every form of debt or bond, 
public and private, including those of rail- 
road stocks and bonds, is payable at the op- 
tion of the debtorin silver dollars. If the 
purpose be to compel the Government to 
make gold the exclusive debt-paying cur- 
rency of the Nation, the attempt must be 
abortive; and in the straggle to abolish sil- 
ver the American people will not hesitate if 
necessary to repeal all forms of paper money 
save those secured by a deposit of gold or 
silver. 


THE decision rendered yesterday by Judge 
Prendergast, of the County Court, affirming 
the right of the Western Indiana Railroad to 
proceed with the condemnation of land as 
tar north as Yan Buren street will serve to 
complicate still further the relations between 
the city and this corporation. Judge Pren- 
dergast holds that the railroad company 
exercises the right of eminent domain under 
the State laws, and has obtained from the 
Council the right to cross the city streets and 
possess itself of the necessary lands for its 
purposes within the corporate limits south 
of Van Buren street. At the same time the 
city condemnation proceedings for the exten- 
sion of Dearborn street are pentiing in other 
courts, and the suecessful issue thereof will 
bring about a contflic} between the municipal 
corporation and the railroad corporation 
as to the priority of right. The of- 
ficers of the railroad company pretend 
that they are determined to push their way 
to Van Buren street, but it is thought that 
the support of the courts for their claim will 
be used as a means to bring about a compro- 
mise which shall assure them abundant ter- 
minal facilities at Harrison street and south 
of that terminus. On the other hand, the 
future of the suburban business which is 
contemplated by the various companies using 
the Western Indiana tracks will probably 
prompt the railroad company to insist. upon 
coming as far into the heartof the city as it 
can under the privileges it has secured. The 
outeome of the matter will not be determined 
till other decisions have been obtained, but 
the controversy denotes the necessity: for 
better protection of the people against cor- 
poration encroachments than the present 
laws provide. 
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THAT eminently correct, polite, and esthetic 
journal, the Philadelphia Press, has found it- 
self involved in a controversy of some sort 
with the eminently correct, polite, and es- 
thetic journal, the New York Commercial 
Advertiser, and, referring to its editor, says 
he ‘*is the polecatof American journalism”; 
that it is “ his special mission in life to pour 
out the verjuice of his foulness upon.all who 
differ from his low morality and reject his 
disreputable political code’’: that he is “a 
parliamentary procurer and a pimp of polit- 
ical prosecution,” and “ the 1ibald calumni- 
ator of the metropolis.” We should hardly 
have referred to this controversy had it not 
been that these esthetic and high-toned East- 
ern papers affect at times to lecture the West- 
ern papers for their lapses from the primrose 
paths of courtesy in dealing with each other. 
We regret to see that underneath tneir thin 
veneer of propriety they are quite as human 
as the Western barbarians who have had no 
opportunities for culture. If the Presse will 
not be shocked at the vulgarity of the ex- 
pression, we should say that it takes the cake 
fur Billingsgate. We await with some ap- 
prehension the Advertiser's reply. | 


Tue French Government is taking an eco- 
nomical step in the interest of the working- 
mén. itis now negotiating with the Crédit- 
Foncier for advances to be made to them, so 
that they may have cottages on easy terms 
outside Paris. The interest is to be under 5 
per cent, so that by paying considerably less 
than ordinary rent they can become their 
own landlords. The municipality also offers 
a guarantee to builders who will construct 
houses for the use of the laboring classes ac- 
cording to hygienic conditions. It is intended 
thus to place within the reach of every indus- 
trious and economical workingman house- 
property and comfortable, healthy lodgings. 
The scheme is not dissimilar to some of Bis- 
marck’s plans for quieting Socialists, It 
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‘certainly will not quiet French Communists, 


for ownership in property is a bete notre to 


‘them, and it may be as difficult to get the 


poorer classes out of Paris. as it isto get 


them ont of other cities. So far as hygiene 


is concerned, it will not cut much of a figure. 


Tue great East River bridge at New Y ork 
having been virtually completed and made 


nearly ready for opening to the public, the 


question is whether it sbuall be free or not. The 
Trustees have been debating the matter for 
gore time, but without as yet being 
come toa conclusion. A committee m 
port a few days ago, recommending that 
of five cents be charged on passengers in horse- 
cars, and proportionate tolis for horsemen and 
vehicles, Gen. Slocum warmly urged that the 
bridge be made free, and in the course of his 
remarks made some curious statements. Twen- 
ty-tive years ago passengers could cross the 
ferry for one cent; now it costs two cents, and 
it is proposed to make the in cars five 
cents. Twenty-five years ago it cost 50 cents to 
send a loaded truck from Broo 
York and return by the ferry; now it costs 
70 cents, and it is proposed to make it on the 
bridge 60 cents, or 20 per cent more than the cost 
of twenty-five years ago, and that, too, after 
building a structure at a cost of $15,000,000 to fa- 
cilitate the traffic. ‘;Today,” said the speaker, 
‘**you can send a barrel of flour from Milwaukee 
to New York, trausfer it to am ocean steamer, 
and lay it down in Liverpool for iess than the 
cost of sending a truck-ioad of goods across the 
East River.” The London bridge across the 
Thames, built ata cost of $12,000,000, is a free 
bridge, and 20,000 vehicies and 110,000 pedestrians 
cross over itevery day. The Waterloo bridge 
over the same river cost $6,000,000, and was a 
toll-bridge for sixty years, yividing apout $100,- 
000 per annum till 1878, when the city purchased 
it and made it free. ud 
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AMERICA has been of late very liberally 
represented at the Parisian gamipg clubs. A 
number of New York, Philadeiphia, Boston, and 
Baltimore men have become guite notorious in 
some of these haunts. The ex-manager of the 
“Mighty Dollar” Florences obtained at one 
time quite a celebrity among them. He started 
with the proceeds of a pawned watch, won over 
$200,000, returned to New York, lost some $50,000 
in stock operatigns, went back to Paris again 
and lost the whole of the balance and, if reports 


are correct, a considerable amount besides, He 


was not a “dude.’”’ He wasa piain “ Biily 
Deutch” when be had nothing, a “Sir William 
Randolph Deutch” when he was ahead. The 
New York Tobias “ misappropriation” of trust 
funds is also not unconnected with baccarat, 
and, still more so, with faro. These two charm- 
ing brothers lost in gambling-houses probably 
quite as much as they did in Wall street. A loss 
of $6,000 or $8,000 which one of them made at a 
club was never paid. But at the gambling- 
houses and in Wall street they had to pay cash. 
lt is ashame that some of their Wall street as- 
sociates try to palliate the facts by arguing that 
they had a power of attorney, that they did not 
“take”’’ more than what will be some day due 
to them from the estate, and that the whole 
matter isa purely “family affair.” This kind 
of family affairs ought to be settled in State 
prison, for they imply not only the “ misappro- 
priation” of a trust fund, but of a portion of a 
mother’s and a sister’s fortune. Efforts are 
being made to persuade the public that the 
amount involved was not over $4000; but 
$200,000 will prove nearer the mark.—N. ¥. Sun. 
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Mr. WiLLIAM HoyLg, a vigorous temper- 
ance worker ia Engiand, who has recently be- 
come convinced that there is no way to restrict 
intemperance except by license reform, and 
whose articies in the London Times have made 
a great excitement among temperance agita- 
tors, contributes iu ove of bis artic.es the folilow- 
ing interesting information as to the decrease 
of intemperance in Sweden and Scotiand: 

In estimating the practical value of the 8wed- 
ish License Retorm Act of 1855, allow me to refer 
to the fact that no minimum pumber was fixed 
for licenses, aad this, which is essentially a per- 
missive probibitory act, has existed in Sweden 
for the iast twenty years. So vigorously have 
the peopie outside of towns used their permis- 
sion to limit and prohibit, that among 3,500,000 
people there are only 450 places for the sale of 
spirits. This itis which has so beiped Sweden to 
emerge from moral aad material prostration, 
and which explains the existence of such general 
indications in that country of comfort and in- 
dependence among all ciasses. The examples 
whicb | bave adduced show the potent iufiuence 
of legisiation in all ite phases. Thus Switzer- 
lang increases her facilities for drinking, and 
*“ drupkenness increases so fast as to occasion 
grave anxiety among ber public men.” In Scot- 
iand the liquor-shops are closed entirely one day 
in seven, ana the consumptionof spirits at once 
decreases 2] per cent; and during thirty years 
of prosperity never again rises to the amount 
consumed before the passing of the Sunday- 
closing iaw. In Sweden whats essentially a 
permissive probibitory act is passed, and Swe- 
den * thereby ewerges from the moral and ma- 
terial prostration to which drunkenness bad 
suuk her.” 


It is a curious feature of the history of the 
various amendments proposed to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States that two thirteenth 
amendments have been adopted by Congress. 
The first was in these terms: 

No amendment shall be made to the Constitu- 
tion which willauthorize or give to Congress the 
power to abolish or interfere within any State 
with the domestic institutions thereof, inciud- 
ing that of persons heid to labor or service by 
the laws of that State. 

This amendment was passed in the House 
the 28th day of February, 1861, and in the Senate 
the 2d of Mareh, two days before the inau- 
guration of Lincoln. By its terms it offered per- 
petual protection to slavery as the price of 
peace. The War burst forth, and this amend- 
ment was not submitted to the States for ratifi- 
cation. The second and true thirteenth amend- 
meut abolished siavery, and reads: 

Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, ex- 
cept as a puvishment for crime. whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted, shall exist 
within the United States, or any place subject to 
its jurisdiction. 


This amendment passed both Houses of Con- 
gress Peb. 1, 1865, and was ratified by twenty- 
seven of the thirty-six States the 18th of De- 
cember of the saine year. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., has made great 
progress materially since the construction of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. A population of 
22,000 is now claimed for it, which, if correct, 
would show an increase of 100 per cent withiao 
afew years. The influx is reported to beso 
large that there are neither dweliings nor stores 
nor botels suflicent to meet the demand. There 
is hardly a block in the town without new build- 
ings in process of ereccion. The suburbs are 
exceptionally beautiful. Handsome vilias ex- 
tend fortwo anda half miles in ull directions, 
and each has its vines, orange-trees, orchard, 
and flower garden. The surrounding country is 
an almost unbroken tract of vineyards, orange 
groves, and fruit ranches. The American 
population is of the most inteHigent and cul- 
tivated class. Many professional men have 
settied there in fruit-growing and wine-making, 
being attracted by the weli-nigh perfect climate 
and the fear of failing victims in the Eastern 
States to hereditary consumption.

The news that the assignment had 
been made spread like wildfire, and a 
short time thereafter was the sole topic 
of conversation § in commercial and 
financial circles. The cause of the failure 
was reckless speculation in pig-iron. Four 
years ago Janes Marshall, the senior mem- 
ber of the firm, became imbued with the 
idea that a heavy advance in pig-iron would 
take place in the near future, and he 
begar’ purchasing extensively of that article.

“OBITUARY. 


Mi. J. Gallagher, a Weill-Rnaown Jour- 


nalied. 

M. J. Gallagher, a well-known journalist, 
who was employed on the editorial staif of 
the Daily News, died at 1 o’clock yesterday 
prorning of quick consumption, the result of 
an attack of pneumonia. The progress of 
the disease was more rapid than any of his 
friends had anticipated, and his sudden 
death will prove a surprise to many. liis 
unele, Air. P: J. Geraghty, and also numer- 
ous triends, were with him at the last mo- 
ment. Congressman John F. Finerty, who 
was awarm personal friend of Gallagher, 
was with him much of the time during his 
final sickness. 

M. J. Gallagher, better known as “John,”’ 
was born in West Point, County Mayo, lIre- 
land, in 1882. He came te America when 
about 10 years old and made Chicago his 
home. It was originally intended by his 
parents that he should enter the priesthood, 
and he served sume tine as a chorister. His 
first work was done as a compositor in the 
oltice of the Evening Journal. While there 
employed he attracted the attention and ad- 
tmiration of John Finerty, then city editer of 
the Republican, and the latter, after giving 
youne Gallagher several trials on local 
work, engaged him as a regular local re- 
porter. Hie did good work in the new field, 
and remained with the Hepublican until 
after the fire. His next reportorial work 
was done on the Kvening Post. From there 
he went to Tue Txripune, where 
he distinguished himself in charge 
ef the sportmg colunns. Leaving 
Tue jjTrRipuneE in 18% #£==+ihe~- worked 
a tew monthson the Times, and then went to 
New York. He soon secured the posiwon of 
night editor on the New York Worid, and 
while in the service Of that paper gave every 
evidence of his marked ability as a writer 
and journalist. For a short time he was city 
editor of the New York Star, and during the 
years he spent in the metropolis he contrib- 
uted much in the way ot excellent writing to 
the leading dailies. Last Octuber Mr. Galla- 
gher came West, gomg as far as Den- 
ver, and establishing himseif on the 
Tribune in that city. it was 
while there that he contracted the 
iiliness which ullimately caused his death.

azo he joined the editorial staff of the News, 
but his rapidly failing health forced him 
sume four weeks age to give up all work. 
Mr. Gallagher Jeaves a wife, but no chil- 
dren. Mrs. Gallagher, who was in New 
York at the time of her husband's death, is 
expected to arrive this wornimg.

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CHEAP BEEF. 


The Gigantic War Between the 
Two Classes of Ship- 
, pers. 
The Charges of the Live-Stock Men, 
and What They Seek to Ac- 
com plish. 


The Oountercharges of Their Antagonists 
—jZoenes at the New York 
Meeting. 


The most stupéndous war of capital 
against capital known for many a day was 
inaugurated at the New York confab between 
railways and dressed-beef and hive-stock ship- 
pers lasi week and was brought to this city 
yesterday. The representatives of both the 
latter interests returned during the day tired, 
anxious, and breathing threats. (Un the side 
of dressed beef is arrayed a benefited public, 
Armour & Co., Swift & Co. and 
Hammond & Co., aided and nerved by 
the Grand ‘Trunk and Baltimore & 
Ohio Railways and representing per- 
haps not more thaw $10,000,000 capital. 
On the other side are Samuel W. Allerton, 
Nelson Morris, Henry Myers, Isaac Waixel, 
Samuel Brown, and Mr. Sadler, all of this 
city: the Vanderbilt lines, and, in fact, all 
the stock-yard corporations of the country, 
representing alone $100,000,000 eapital. 
CHARGES AGAINST THE DRESSED-BEEF PEO- 

PLE. 

The stock-yards interest charges the 
dreesed-beef men with threatening te inter- 
fere with the consummation of a huge mo- 
nopoly, which can not only wipe out the 
great stock-yards of the continent, but make 
it impossible for the simaill men who now 
operate on a basis of $15,000 and upward to 
continue in business. it charges the G@and 
‘Trunk Railway with placing representatives 
in the corporation of Swift & Co. (dressed 
beef), with discrimination in faver of 
that company until it has grown enormously 
rich, and with aiding powerfully other 
dressed-beef concerns; and it charges the 
Baltiwere & Ohio Railway with similar deal- 
ings, It piles up fabuleus charges against 
Armour & OCo., as condescending to rival the 
small butchers on the street by delivering by 
the pound beef, sausage, pork, etc., any- 
where in Chicago; with making it impossi- 
ble for butchers in New York, Boston, and 
otherEastern cities to compete in prices: and 
with shipping the carcasses of lame, aged, 
decrepit and diseased cattle East as 
“dressed beef.’’ It alleges that these 
dressed-beef firms are «rowing at an enor- 
mous rate, are buildimge an extraordmary 
number of cars of their own and renting 
them to any one at any price for any pur- 
pose, and taking undue, unfair, and un- 
heard-of means to undermine the cattle 
trade, drive out competition, and control 
railway lines. 

TNEIR REJOINDER. 

On the other hand the dressed-beef men 
file countercharges. They claim to be oper- 
ating in the interest of the whole public, 
having the reduction of the price of edibles, 
the healthy condition of the same, and the 
humanitarian treatment of stock at 
heart. They claim that meat should 
have at least two weeks to ripen in; 
that the edibie qualities of meat deteriorate 
by long shipwent alive; that cattle die on 
the way and are served up notwithstanding, 
and are crowded and atarved in close cars. 
They aliege that the butcher must follow the 
progress of the grain fields and slaughter the 
stock at the point of ralsing for shipment, 
and that it becomes better on the ice while in 
shipment for the consumer. They ,allege 
that the shipment of live steck is the true 


canse for the continued high price of beef, | 


the cost of shipment being added to the re- 
tail price plus the necessary profit; that 
dressing stock at the point of production 
leaves the offal where it belongs and can be 
best utilized. 

POWER OF THE STOCK-YARDS. 

The strongest point brought by the dressed- 
beef interest is the gigantic strength which 
the stock-yards eof the continent have ac- 
quired. That monopoly is said to have 
reached fiuanciaily is round numbers $100,- 
000,000, and has long dictated the price to the 
consumer at an enormous profit. The Stock- 
Yards of Chicago alene are said to have be- 
come worth to the owners $37,000,000. The 
stock is stated to be worth $20 
for every $100 of par value. In this 
Chieago end of the monepoly Vanderbilt 
alone is said to have over $8,000,000 invested, 
and the Vanderbilt interest vastly more. Mr. 
Scott, of Erie, is said to be a large owner. 
This great interest, say the dressed-beei 
men, is fostered for great profit and stands 
between the public and a reasonable price for 
beef, controls railroad eorporationa, including 
the Pennsylvania Koad, and is using all its 
vast power to crush out the new industry in 
its infancy. Standing at the Chicago head 
of this monopoly is said, by them, to 
Samuel W. Allerton, a heavy stockholder in 
the railwajs, principally the Pennsylvania, 
gud jargest cattie-shipper in the West, with 
$3,600,000 and more in hand to loan to any 
one who can engage in the same trade with 

rofit. 

, Such are the conflicting statements of the 
opposing men and corporations who have 
drawn the knife and declared war. 

SAMUEKL ALLERTON... 

Mr. Samuel W. Allerton was seen last 
eveuing at his residence.

We are simply breaking up 
that monopoly in the interests of the public. 
It is a law of nature and of: trade 
that the product shall be converted 
into usefulness at the point of production. 
Distilleries and malt-houses are following the 
graintields and manufactories of mining 
machinery to the camps. So dressed-beef 
establishments must follow the cattle ranges 
in spite of the monopoly. The stock-yards 
are nearly all owned, and their stock certain- 
ly controlled, by the railway inteszests. Those 
railway interests are hard to fight. They 
control $100,000,000 worth of stock-yards— 
$37,000,000 worth in thiscity. This powerful 
monopoly is fighting us inch by inch, and 
were it not for two powerful roads would 
have stamped us out in the outset.” 

“ Is it true that the Grand Trunk Railway 
has a part interest i) the dressed-beef 
trade ?”’ 

“That assertion is untrue. The road sees 
a fair profit in our business, as does the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, and will figiit for our inter- 
ests.” 

“Why do not the cattle-men go Into the 
dressed-beef business if it is profitable?” 

“They are in italready. All these men, 
and Ajferton at their head, are engaged in 
shipping dressed beef to Europe from New 
York. That scheme originated ours of ship- 
ping from Chicago to New York. They will 
ship the live cattle from here to New York 
s0 long as they can get more movey out of 
stock-cars and stuck-yards than dressed beef. 
They can constantly keep the price -of 
beef way upat a big profitse long as they can 
perpetuate the monopoly. They own ali the 
cattle, the yards, the cars, and the roads, ‘and 
can bull the price of beef while they do it. 

The only satisfaction is, that when we get 
through with them we will have their scaips 
dangimg in our beits. lt will take a long 
time and abitier fight with the Vanderbitt- 
Scott-Alierton-ete., clique, but it’s sure to 
come, because the publicis on the side of 
cheap beef, zvod beet, cured beef.’’ 

, THE RETURN TRIPS. 

“What about refrigerator-cars. coming 
back empty from New York ?” 


“You ask the Poo! Gommissioner’s repre- | 


sentative here and be will tell vou that only 
25 per cent come back empty. Now, it doesn’t 
take 6,000 pounds of ice to geta car of beef 
to New York—not more than twotons.

It is 
cured by the time it reaches New York, and 
is in sulendid condition. It does net lose its 
nutritive qualities on the way as 
when shipped alive. There are 
no  starving,® heated, crowded stock: 
no broken legs, bruises, sickness, 
nor injury. The offal is all kept herein the 
West and utilized properly, and to a prefit. 
Offal ought never to leave the point af pro- 
duction.”

His firm, under the authority 
of the beard, dealt in the securities of 
the road, bought stock and bonds from the 
company, repudiated purchases, rebought at 
lower prices, borrowed and loaned money, 
pledged and repledged thé company’s money 
with their own private funds and those of

pany’s property for their own private debts, 
acted at one and the same time in all the ca- 
pacities of principal and agent, trustee and 
beneficiary, debtor and creditor, buyer and 
seller, until the accounts, liabilities, and re- 
lations of the firm to the road and its inter- 
ests became as confused and intricate as the 
positions they assumed were numerous, in- 
consistent, and indefensible.

that “could be exempt from condemnation 
was streets or lands devoted to public use. 
“There was no reason why the railway com- 
pany should be required to state in the peti- 
tion the precise use to which the land it was 
sought to condemn should be devoted. ° The 
convpany had the right to determine for 
itself the order as to time to take the various 
steps necessary iu the premises, and there- 
fore the point that proeeedings should have 
been commenced within six months was not 
well taken. Nor did the fact that the com- 
papy had already constructed depots on 
Twelfth street take away its powers 
of further exercising the right of emi- 
nent domain. The city ordinance 
gave it the power to proceed w Van 
Buren street, and that lad been sanc- 
tioned by the Supreme Court. As to the 
point that the city had condemned this land, 
the city and this corporation stood on exactly 
the same footing, and was not necessary to 
decide what influence the two cases would 
have on each other. The city had the right 
to abandon its proceedings—a right it had 
exercised previously in a number of cases. 

lt was argued that the company had the 
right to condemn only 100 feet in width, 
whereas it sought to condemn two strips 
each of that width. The width of 100 teet re- 
ferred only to what should be taken for the 
road-bed proper, without reference to what 
was required for. side tracks, stations, work- 
shops, etc. The motion to dismiss the peti- 
tion would be overruled, and the answer 
would be ordered to be stricken from the 
files. 

NO APPEAL. 

It is not thought likely that there will be 
any appeal taken from the decision of the 
court in this case, inasmuch as the parties 
who raised the pofnt are chiefly interested 
in having the matter decided one way or the 
other, so that they may know what to do 
with their land, which at the present time is 
absolutely worthless. Nor is at all likely 
that the road will go as far North as Van 
Buren street undef any circumstances. It 
doves not papent to baving its right to do so 
sustained, but it may be stated with cer- 
tainty that it has no idea of cowing north of 
liarrison, and it may find it advisable to stop 
at Polk. It has purchased the Olivet Baptist 
Church property on Fourth avenue, and will 
convert itivto a depot, which seems to in- 
dicate that it will nut go far north of that 
point. 

POSSIBLE CONFLICT. 


There is a possibility of a conflict with the 
city in the fact that both are seeking to con- 
dein the same property—one for the open- 
ing of Dearborn street south to Twelfth and 
the other to get aright of way and room for 
depots, etc. Still it is pretty certain that the 
two parties will manage to come to a 
harmonious settlement. ‘Lhere is a feeling 
on the part ot some of the property-owners 
south of Polk that it will bebest for their in- 
terests not to have the street opened, since 
they will have to pay heavy sums for im- 
provements and yet will not be specially 
benefited, since they will be left with shal- 
iow and valueless lots: they prefer that the 
railroad should take the land outright. In 
this view, it is bDelieved, some of the 
city officers agree, and are in favor 
of mores the opeuing of. the 
street at Harrison or Polk. It is a question 
whether proceedings to open a street can 
cut in two, some thinking it can be done, 
while others are doubtful aboutit. It is not 
impossible that a Lill will be introduced in 
the Legisiature to enableacity, if it has 
started to oven a street for a distance of haif 
a mile, say, to subsequently abandon the 
opening for a portiun of the distance without 

‘forcing it to begin proceedings anew. Were 
this the law, the city coulda now modify the 
present proceedings and shorten up on the 
‘extension of Dearborn. 

A PECULIAR CASE. 

At present the city’s part of the case isina 
peculiar condition. One non-resident owner 
had her case transferred to the United States 
Court, where it now is, while the ower own- 
ers had their rights adjusted in the State 
courts. Should it ever come to a contest be- 
tween the rvad and the city as to which one 
has the highest right to condemn property, 
doubtless the decision would be in favor of 
the city, but for the reasons given above it is 
not thought likely that any such contingency 
will arise. iad the decision of the Judge in 
the recent case been adverse to the comvany, 
there might have been wuch trouble for the 
latter and much wore litigation, but from 
present appearances everythin will gcomlong 
quietly. The railroad, itis thought, wants 
but little more land north of Twelfth street, 
and will be apt to get that by purchase, rather 
than by condemnation proceedings. 


Meeting of «General Passenger and 
Ticket Agents—The Trouble Hegard- 
ing the Palmer House Ticket Office. 
The Chicago Association of General Pas- 

senger and Ticket Agents held its regular 

monthly meeting yesterday at its office in the 

Rand-McNally Buildimg. About the only 

business of interest transacted was 2 discus- 

sion’ of the difficulty regarding the renting of 
the Paimer House union . ticket office by Pot- 
ter Palmer to a Mr. George Frank, said to be 
engaged in the scalping business, contrary to 
the wishes of the railroads: The particulars 
regarding this matter were published in Sat- 
urday’s Tripune. The committee which 
had been appointed to see Mr. Palmer and 
find out whether some compromise 
could not be effected by which Mr. 

Couthouil, the present agent at 

the Palmer House ticket office, could 

have his lease renewed, reported that Mr. 

Palmer stated that the lease with Frank had 

been executed and one month’s rent paid,and 

the lease could not be abrogated. After a 

lengthy discussion it was resvlved not tu 

place @ny tickets in the hands of Mr. Frank, 
and not to recognize that office in any man- 
ner whatever. ‘The representatives of all the 
roads centering in this city voted for this 
resolution excepting those of the Rock 

Island and the Louisville, New Albany & 

Chicago, and they claimed to be without in- 

structions from their General Passenger 

Agents. The Secretary was instructed to 

notify Mr, Couthoui that he might rent a 
lace for a ticket office in the vicinity of the 
almer House, and the roads would cuntinue 

him as their-ayent. 

Several apvlications for reduced rates to 
meetings and conventions were acted upon. 


The Proposed Krduction tn West- 
“Bound Freight Rates, . 

Mr. J. A. Grier, General Freight Agent of 
the Michigan Central Railway, left for Buf- 
faio yesterday afternoon to attend a meeting 
of General Freight Agents of Eastern trunk 
lines to be held in that city today for the pur- 
pose of considering the advisability of re- 
ducing west-bound freight rates. The 
Eastern lines find that something has 
to be done to stimulate west-bound business, 
as Shipments have been Unusually light for 
some time past. Merchants ciaim that they 
cannot afford to pay the prevailing high 
rates, as the spring trade is not by any means 
as heavy as atthi time last year. It is th 
general opinion that the meeting at Buffalo 
will agree upon a decided reduction in the 
rates, as otherwise many of the merchauts 
will ship their goods to this city and the 
West by way of the lake lines from Buffalo. 
Besides, the refusal to reduce the rates is 
likely to lead to a cutting of the turiff rates 
by those roads which have no lake connec- 
tions, and which cannot afford to return 
their cars to the Westempty, especially since 
the east-bound business has alse becume 
very light during the last few weeks.

RicuMonpD, Va., April 1@—In the United 
States Court today Judge Bond rendered a 
decision in the case of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad against John E. Hamilton, ‘Treas- 
urer of Augusta County, and Collector of 
State taxes. The case was before the court 
on motion of the Attorney-General to quash 
therwrit of replevin sued out by the Balti- 


more & Ohio Company, at Harrisonburg, 
where the case was heard a few days ago by 
Judge Hughes, and decided in favor of the 
Commonwealth, Judge Hughes, how- 
ever, in view of the importance of the 
case, arranged for rehearmg before the full 
courtin this citv. This took place Saturday 
evening, and today Judge Bond rendered an 
opinion iu agcord with that of cueas Hughes, 
and fully sustaining the latter’s decision in 
guashing the writ of replevin. After the de- 
cision was rendered the counsel for the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Company presented a_ Dill 
praying for an injunction upon Hamilton, 
restraining him frow selling the property of 
the company in his possession. ‘They also 
moved fora preliminary injunction for the 
same purpose, which motion was set for 
heariug here on the 23d inst. 

It is understood the State will not make 
pay nn of property until this motion is 
seard. 


Additional Changes in Connection with 
the Amalgamation of the Missouri 
Pacific Systm. 

Str. Louis, Mo., April 16.—further changes 
in connection with the amalgamation of the 
Wabash with the Misgguri Pacific were de- 
cided on today. The official announcement 
has not yet been made, but it is understood 
trom reliable sources that H. U. Townsend 
has been appointed General Passenger 
Agent of the combined system, and France 
Chandler, heretofore General Passenger 
Agent of the Missouri Pacific, appointed 
General Ticket Agent of the entire system.

To Secure a Loan of $7,000,000. 

Mempuis, Tenn., April 16.—The Kansas 
City, Springfield & Memphis Railroad Com- 
pany today filed a first mortgage in the 
County Register’s office to the New 
England Trust Company, of Boston, con- 
veying to the latter corporation the live of 
railroad in process of construction from 
Springfield, Mo., to a point opposit Memphis, 
to secure a loan of $7,000,000. The bonds 
are to be issued in sams of $1,000each. They 
are dated May 1, 1883, and bear 6, per cent 
interest, payable semi-annually. They bave 
forty years to run. 


A Rattroad Jollification. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., April 16.—The White 
River Branch of the St. Lonis & Lron Mount- 
ain Railroad has been extended from New- 
port to Batesville, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, and the formal opening occurred at 
the latter point today. Gov. Perry and other 
State officials were present. There was a 
general jollification, which ended with a ball 
tonight. 


A N-w Sleeping-Car. 

[New York Tribune, April 12.]—Since the 
invention of sleeping-cars, nearly a quarter 
of a century ago, no radical improvement has 
been made in them. Much has been done in 
aecoration, but in the genera! arrangements 
for the comfort of travelers the cars of today 
are substantially what they were in 1860, 
when the Pullmans. built their first sleeper, 
the * Pioneer.”” And yet complaints over 
cramped quarters, lack of privacy, and the 
poor ventilation are constant. John A. 
Sleicher,of the Troy Times, has inventedacar 
which, he believes, will do away with these 
complaints. Its berths or sections extend 
across the car, and not along we sides. The 
aisie runs alung one side for half the length 
of the car, and along the opposit side fur the 
rest. The seats are each six feetin length, 
and are in two sets, half of them on one side 
and half on the other side of the car. The 
main objectis to give to each section the 
privacy oneenjoys:in astatervom on a steam- 
boat. The seatis three feet wide, but the 
back is attached to a projection in such a 
way that it leaves less hans two feet in width 
of the seat exposed. To make up the car at 
night into aé_ée sleeper this back is 
swung up to a horizontal _ position, 
leaving the seat three feet wide for a low- 
er berth. The elevated back together with the 
offset or projection to which it is hinged is 
also three feet wide and constitutes the up- 
per berth. The cushion of the seat isfin the 
shape of two mattresses, one of which is. 
placed upon the elevated back or upper 
berth at night. To make these two berths 
(constituting a section) separate from all 
others, a panel is raised from the back of the 
seat reaching to the roof of the car. Thus 
each section becomes a snug private apart- 
ment, extending across the car, with room in 
it beside the berths for the occupant to stand 
aud disrobe at leisure. The whole arrange- 
ment is simple but complete. The space be- 
hind the seat back, when it is folded down 
by day, is used for the storage of the pillows, 
Diankets. and the curtain that is to hang be- 
fore the section. 

This plan does away with the cumbersome 
and ill-ventilated upper berths dependent 
from the sides of the car near the roof, the 
welzhtof which makes thesordinary sleep- 
ing-coach topheavy and easily upset. This 
heavy, expensive work is rendered unneces- 
Sary in the new ear, which thus secures 
economy in weight of over 10,000 pounds 
per car. Mr. Sleicher claims that a passen- 
ger can find more rest and comfort in a berth 
arranged across a car than in one extending 
along its side and receiving ail the concus- 
siou from the wheels and rails. He has de- 
termined to make safety a feature of his 
coach. “he heater is so incased in boiler- 
iron that if the stove were crushed to frag- 
ments no cinders could be scattered. The 
water-tank is so arranged that in case of 
collision the wrecking of the car would 
scatter water all about the heater. The cars 
will be lighted either with large wax-candles 
or with compressed gas.

PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


The Terrible Experience of the Crew 
of a Norwegian Brig—Ship- 
wrecked in Mid-Ocean. 


BALTIMORE, Ma., April 16.—([Special.]— 
The North German Lloyd steamship Stras- 
burg, which arrived here from Bremen last 
evening, had an eventful voyage, as briefly 
stated in last night’s dispatches to Tug 
TRIBUNE. She brought 9&9 emigrants. Diph- 
theria broke out among the 300 children on 
board, and ten deaths occurred on the voyage 
from the dread disease. The steamer had 
rough weather all the way, and for two days 
heavy seas continually swept the upper decks 
of the vessel. At7o’clock on the morning of 


April 8, in mid-ocean, a wreck was seen to 
the northwest. The masts were gone, though 
the crew were still on board. ‘There was a 
heavy sea, buta boat was manned and low- 
oe after great exeruon reached the 
vessel. 

lt proved to be the Norwegian brig Athalia 
Lord, Capt. Wohl, from Wilmington, N. C.., 
with resin and turventine for Hamburg. 
There was a crew of eight on board, four of 
whom were badly crippled. The Captain 
had received internal injuries, and was iying 
in the cabin suffering intensely. The cvok, 
P. Mercier, had his right leg broken between 
the hip and knee; George Carson, ordinary 
seaman, right leg broken below the knee; and 
N. Fellefson, first mate, knee injured. One 
by one they were lifted bodily into the res- 
cuing boat, a feat that could only be done 
when the helpless wreek rolled to the lee- 
ward. ‘The cries and groans of the wounded 
men are described as being most pitiful, and 
to save them Mr. Von Schuckmann says that 
he was forced to be rough and prompt in de- 
livering them from the side of the vessel to 
the life-boat.. After all had been care- 
fully piaced in the boat Mr. Von 
Schackmann and Dr. Hande boarded 
the brig, and with blue lights’ set 
fire to the combustible cargo. Dr. Weber, 
the ship’s surgeon, dressed and set the frac- 
tured limbs of the wounded men, and they 
were given dry clothes and every accommo- 
dation for their comfort. 

The crew were as follows: Capt. J. C. G. 
Wohl, of Laurvig, Norway: mate, A. Fellef- 
son, Tvedestrand, Norway; seamen, C. Wan- 
sel, Danzig, Prussia; Lars Larssen, Maklin- 
ka, Sweden; Neils Bengsan, Helsonborg, 
Sweden; ordinary seamen, William Stack- 
house, Philadelphia, Pa.; George Carson, 
Calais, Me.; P. Mercier, Quebec, Can. 
Capt. Wohl states that when fourteen 
days out from Wilmington, N. C., 
the vessel encountered a terrilice gale. By 
the morning of April 5 the vessel was a com- 
plete wreck. The vessel had sprung a leak, 
and there they lay waterlogged in mid-ocean, 
exposed to the fury ot the winds. The sails 
had been blown out by the force of the winds, 
and the spars were shattered and broken, the 
cabins were submerged, and they expected at 
every moment to gu to the, bottom. To add 
to the distressing situatuon, Several ot the 
men and the Captain had been injured by 
talling masts in the course of tne storm, 

THE CAPTAIN’S TALE. 

The Captain continued: “I did my best 
to cheer the boys up by telling them that 
there was every chance of being picked up 
by some passing vessel, as we were in the 
line of travel. We passed the first day in 
constant hope of sighting a friendly sail, but 
were doomed to disappointment. We hada 
little to eat on board, but could make no 
fires. We were accordingly obliged to sub- 
Sist upon raw meat and bread. ‘The morning 
of April 6 broke, and every one of us peered 
eagerly over the seas in the hope 
of sighting a passing vessel, but 
not one was in view. AH@day long 
we watched und waited, hoped and prayed 
for succor, but nong came, and we were 
obliged to once ag: relapse into despair, 
and pass the night in the fear of never seeing 
the light again. I was unconscious at times 
from suffering and despair. We were afraid 
we would perhaps drift outof the usual 
channel of travel and we kept up all day our 
earnest lookout for succor. Night came 
again, and Was passed as the other, almost 
sleeplesly. The men were beginning 
to lose all hope, and in fact one 
o1 two were preparing to go- overboard 
and end their misery. I reasuned with them 
and succeeded in quieting them, bidding 
them to hope on. On the next day, April 8, 
we welcomed the daylight and eagerly 
scanned the horizon, but saw nothing. Every- 
thing passed quietly until towards noonday, 
when one of the men, who had been cease- 
lesly looking for a sail, exclaimed, in a tone 
of joy and delight, that he could discern the 
smoke of a steamer. ,We ail looked, and, 
sure enough, there int the far distance, 
gradually becoming more defined, was the 
unmistakable smoke of the German steamer.”’

BrrMIncuam, England, March 29.—[Spe- 


cial Correspondenge.]—Birmingham is the 
wooden-nutmeg town of Great Britain. This 
is so in every way. Ali the cheap jewelry of 
the world is made in Birmingham. Silver- 
plating had its “rise and progress” here. 
Birmingham jewelry and _ electro-plating 
mean cheap and sham work, 

Society is rank and raw here, for the most 
part, and the man just up from the mud, 
whose h’s are very aimless, who always says 
“*Array”? for Harry and the like, lives in 
style, keeps his carriages, gives swell din- 
ners, and does the bidding of “Our Joe” 
and “Our Joe’s” caucus. * Our Joe” is the 
Rt.-Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, member of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, the most radical 
man who has ever held Cabinet place in the 
English Government. Therank and file of 
the “boys” in Birmingham are proud of 
“Our Joe,” and his glory is their glory. The 
wards here in Birmingham are “ worked” 
with an adroitness of “wire-pulling” not 
thrown into theshade by the most mysterious 
manipulations of the New York pot-house 
politician. 

Heretofroe the English aristocracy have 
turned up their noses at Birmingham with 
its cheap jewelry and its radical politics. 
But times change. *Birmingham has two of 
its three members of Parliament in the Cabi- 
net atone time! John Bright and Josepn 
Chamberlain were both members of the 
present Liberal Ministry. ‘The Egyptian 
wickedness was too stenchful for the good 
old Quaker, so Mr. Bright stepped out and 
duwn. Mr. Goschen and Mr. Childers and 
other large Egyptian bondholders dictated 
the Egyptian policy, and this bit of “jmzo” 
business or military rowdyism has been a 
dose for vast numbers of the more advanced 
Liberals, and those Radicals who have not 


yet learned that statesmanship is diplomacy 
and that political success is expediency have 
grown a little lukewarm toward Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Government and mvre than a little 
suspicious of the political consistency of 
“Our Joe.”

The old Tories hold the 
conviction very sacredly and very deep 
down in their hearts that they are 
born to rule England—that these 
mushroom politicians are an innovation. An 
Engiish gentleman -dispises a man who is 
nota gentienarn. Somehowin England, as 
no where else on earth, a man.who is not a 
“vgentieman” cannot, pass muster as one, 
The standard is everywhere present in En- 
giand. The English gertleman is unique. 
His bearing is unmistakable. There is a 
nameless air about him that stamps him asa 
gentieman befure he speaks. The English 
gentleman is reserved, quiet, speaks in 
a low voice, seldom dogmatizes, and 
when he does it is in  epigrams. 
He always dresses suitably; never violates 
the proprieties or begrudges the amenities 
of life. Under no conceivable condition of 
temptation does he ever “‘swagger.’’ Death 
were to him more desirable than the suspi- 
cion of being unreal or a humbug. Beac- 
onstield had literary instinct in his veins. 
Hie had the manners of a gentlemen; he had 
the heart of a gentleman from the first. So 
it was that the aristocracy of England ac- 
cepted him as their leader. He was the 
greatest political genius of this century. 

Here comes this splendid Tory, Salisbury, 
to this Radical Birmingham to stand up in 
the great town-hall to arraign “ Our Joe” 
and his party for their hypocrisy in Egypt, 
their sliilly-shallying in lreland, their bar- 
renness in fulfilling all their promises when 
they came into -power. The  polit- 
ical excitement in the town § is 
almost unprecedented. So great is 
it that it was deemed not only expedient but 
necessary that another great political meet- 
ing should be held as an antidote, and so 
**Our Joe”’ and Lord Rosebery followed im- 
mediately upon the heels of the Marquis of 
Salisbury.

BUFFALO GNATS. 


Doing as Much Damage to Farmers 
of Arkansas and Mississippi — 
as the Floods. 


LitTLeE Rock, Ark., April 16.—[Special.]— 
Advices received here today from Desha 
County this State is to the effect that one of 
the plagues of the South, the “buffalo 
gnats,” aredoing an amountof damage un- 
precedented. From whatever the cause, 
they show more virulence than ever before 
seen, and the destruction of unprotected 
horses, mules, and cattle is fearful. In the 
bottom las of Desha and Chicol Counties 
it is positively dangerous to even drive 
stock of any kind through them, as the gnats 
are there by the million. ln the vicinity of 
Chicol City on two plantations six horses and 
mules have been killed\by them. Ip Bolivar 
County, Mississippi, directly across the river 
from here, nearly 100 mules have been killed 


-by the pests, seventeen of which died on the 


plantation of Green Clay. The Miller 
plantation, in the same county, 
has likewise lost a great many. 
‘The destruction of mules and horses this year 
has been so great as to cause serious appre- 
hensions as to how the crops are to be worked. 
The assault made by this terrible enemy is 
of such a character as to preclude any es- 
cape for the beast if in the open air, as they 
come as a volume of smoke frem the chimney 
of a steamboat, settling down on the unfor- 
tunate animal, completely covering every ex- 
posed part of its body as long as they can 
draw blood. Itis no unasual thing, where 
they come in such clouds, for them to take 


the life of a horse or a mule in an hour. The 
attack is sure death ifthe animai is exposed, 
and when once covered with them it is next 
to impossible to get them off, and when 
driven off, unless killed or crippled, they 
immediately renew the attack. This year 
the planters in the counties named consider 
the damage done by them as great as that 
done by the overflow.

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CHINESE SUGARS. 

NO RESHIPMENT FROM HONOLULU TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THE RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—R. M. Dag- 
gett, United States Minister resident at Hon- 
olulu, has made a full report to the State De- 
partment with regard co the alleged reship- 
ment from there to the United States of Chi- 
nese sugars with a view to securing the ad- 
vantages of the reciprocity treaty between 
the Sandwich Isiands and this country. He 
says that during the year 1882 only four ves- 
sels arrived at Honolulu from Chinese poris, 
and none of them brought or discharged 
Chinese sugars. But, even grantimg 
that sugars could be imported and 
reshipped in this way, necessary 
expenses incidental to this work—viz.: 
Lighterage to shore; loading and transport- 
ing sugars iniand from one to five miles, 
mixing and working in Mawallan sugar; re- 
sacking, reloading, and retransporting to 
shore and lighterage to vessel—wouid be In 
excess of the evaded duties. Under all cir- 
cumstances, therefore, Mr. Daggett is firmly 
of the belief that Chinese sugars have not 
been in the past, nor are they now, brought 
to the Hawaiian Islands and resbipped to the 
United States as products of the Hawaiian 
plantations. 
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TOBACCO, 
PERNICIOUS PRACTICES OF CERTAIN AMERI- 
CAN HOUS&S, 

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 16.—[Special. | 
—The American Consul at Sierra Leone 
coimplains in areport to the State Depart 
ment that certain American houses are in 
the habit of packing leat tobacco in hogs- 
heads for export which is notin accordance 
with samples in either length, quality, or 
color, and he hopes that some remedy may 
be provided for the protection of importers. 
The tobacco trade with that port in 1850 
amounted to 993,653 pounds of leaf tobacco, 
valued at £26,799, on which duty was paid 
amounting to £15,036. In 1881 there were 
imported 881,89) pounds of tobacco, valued 
at £15,717; duty paid, £14,698. This 
tobaceo is all imported from New York 
and Boston by three houses—viz.: an Amer- 
ican, a French, and an- English house, and 
soid to the tobacco traders by inspectors, a 
sample accompanying each hogshead. The 
Consul says: “I have known of my own 
personal knowledge, duringa residence here 
of nearly five wears, that American leaf to- 
bacco in hogsheads (Kentucky) is dishonest- 
ly packed or dishonestiy inspected, or both, 
fur no sooner is it sold, duty paid, and taken 
to the retailers’ shops and opened than a cotn- 
plaint comes of the tobucco being bad, ‘The 
merchant goes and inspects it and finds 
large quantities of very short leaves 
and inferior tobacco, and some hogsheads 
contain from one to six bagsful of refuse to- 
bacco that will not sell for half enough to

THE MILLERS. 


They Explain Why Elevator Wheat 
Is of Little Use to Them for 
Milling Purposes. 


Hard aud Soft Grain So Mixed that a 
Uniform Grade of Flour Cannot 
Be Made from it. 


Millers fora considerable time past have 
bought very little of the wheat stored in Chi- 
cago elevators. Aside from the fact that the 
flour trade is very dull aud milis are shutting 
down, coimplaints have been made about the 
Chicago system of inspection. For the pur- 
pose of finding out something about this mat- 
ter two Chicago willers were interviewed, 
with the following results: 

HARD AND SOFT MIXED. 

Mr. Norton said: “As soon as wheat gets 
into the Chicago elevators, under the system 
of inspection now in use, that wheat is per- 
fectly deag for milling purposes. The ditfer- 
ent varieties of wheat are mixed together, 
either in the country or here, and inspected 
under our system according to weight and 
cleanness. Hard and svft winter wheat, for 
iustance, are both put in the same bin, 
and the result is a mixture which 
willers often find they cannot use. Our tiour- 
ing-mills have established a certam grade of 
flour, which their customers have become 
— to, and the consequence is we 
1ave to pry pasticalar attention to the quali- 
ty of the wheat we use in order to make this 
flour uniform in grade. If I buy elevator 
wheat 1 am not certain that the grain de- 
livered to we will make his estabiished 
grade. The wheat is as likely as not to be a 
mixture of Kansas, Missouri, or lowa wheat, 
some soft and sowe hard, and I may not be 
able to use itateall. Itis partly tor this rea- 
son that millers are drawing very little on the 
elevators for their supplies, They are afraid 
they will get something they cannot use, and 
so they go into the market agi select accord- 
ing to variety, and afterward inake their own 
mixtures. Here is a sample lot of wheat 
bought at $1.04 per bushel on track. The 
same would grade about No. 3 in store 
and sell for 96 cents, but a miller prefers to 
pay the difference because he knows he is 
buying such a wheat as he requires in order 
to turn out the mill’s brand of flour.” 

INSPECTION, 


“What do you think of the Chicago in- 
spection of wheat ?”’ 

“| think it has been gradually lowered 
since last fall. ‘he receipts have been light 
the last winter, and small arrivals seem to 
be a temptation to lower we inspection. ‘Lhe 
wheat stored here is in geod condition, but 
there has been more of a witxture of varieties 
this year than usual. We vught to have 
more rigid rules of inspection and more 
grades if we expect wheat is to be drawn out 
of the elevators for domestic consumption. 
Millers cannot pay present prices for store- 
house wheat to put into low-grade flours. 
The demand now is chiefly for high-grade 
winters.” 

OVERPRODUCTION. 

Mr. Briggs said: ** We have been handling 
a promiscuous crop of wheal, coming from 
all parts of the North, West, and Southwest. 
‘The wheat Is sound, but we have been get- 
ting a great mixture of varieties. There is 
not much of a demand now for elevator 
wheat for milling purposes. Oue leading 
reason is the overproduction of flour and the 
consequent depression of the trade. The ex- 
port business is dull, and so long as it re- 
mains so there 1s not likely to be a large 
milling demand for elevator wheat, which 
wakes a fair export four. Some of the mills 
are purchasing grain ip store, partly owing 
to the light receipts of camples, but those 
running on uniform grades are likely to get 
qualities that doesn’t suit them. The winter 4 
wheat from Southern Lllinois is soft, but 
that from Kansas is often a mixture of soft 
and of the variety known as * Turkey red,’ a- 
hard wheat. This latter mixture is unfitted 
tor making a particular grade of flour.” 

IT WILL NOT HOLD WATER. 

“Can this elevator wiieat be used by mill- 

s ?”’ 

“Tt will work into a grade of flour suitable 
for export and per hape for bakers’ use. 
Bakers say, though, it does not make a flour 
thatisstrong enough. They want a flour 
that will stand lots of water. They deal in 
watered stock on the same principle as rail- 
road companies. ‘The objection to our wheat 
is that there isteo much soft grain iu it to 
make a desirable (strong) baker’s flour. 

**] cannot see that there las been any par- 
ticular change in tne inspection of wheat. 
The flour trade now is chiefiyin special 
brands. The general business is greatly de- 
pressed, and flouring-mills everywhere are 
reducing their running capacity or shutting 
down completely.’”’

cording to the last census-returns, the capi- 
tal invested increased during the last decade 
less than 30 per cent, while in Canada 
the increase has been more than 
100 per cent. The value of products in the 
Dominion has increased 35 per cent, against 
an increnient of 273¢ per cent in the United 
States. Assuming that wages and the raw 
material bear the same relation to capital in- 
vested and value of products in Canada as 
they do in the United States, it appears that 
the value of raw material used in Dominion 
industries in 1881 was $192,000,000; that 
$55,750,000 were paid out in wages during 
that year; that 158,000 hands are employed in 
the factories; and that the average wages 
paid are $353 per hand. 


The official bank statement for March 
shows ah inerease of 8478,000 in cir- 


culation. Government deposits remaimed 
about stationary during the month, having at 
the close decreased only $100,000, Public de- 
‘posits have taken an upward turn, showing 
an iperease of $335,000. The result is prob- 
ablyfintimately connected with the accretion 
in circulation, the currency passing through 
farmers’ bands into banks in the shape of de- 
posits. The cash reserves at the close of 
March were $39,160,000, against $38,692,000 at 
the close of February, an increase of $26,- 
000. The most important changes in accounts, 
however, arise out of remittances of sterling in 
payment of fall importations, From this 
cause mainly curreht discounts increased 
$1,823,000, and loans to commercial corpora- 
tions increased $128,000, making a total in- 
crease of nearly $2,000,000, The overdue 
debts unsecured are increased $259,000, and 
those secured have increased $31,000—as a 
consequence, it is to be inferred, of the fail- 
ures during the month, which were some- 
what numerous. The condition of foreign 
exchanges is hardly so favorable. The 
amount due to banks in the United States in- 
creased $108,000, and those due from these 
agencies decreased $300,000, making a net 
reduetion of $408,000 in the balance due. On 
the other hand, while the amount due to the 
banks in Great Britain inereased $370,300, 
the amount due from these ageiicies in- 
creased $466, 700,

PARIS GOSSIP. 


Oscar Wilde Engaged in Writing 
His Book on the United 


“Ta ee eee 


His Views « , 
Its Various ‘Phasts 
.- Kelife. 


What He Thinks of thé Chicago Wa- 
ter-Works and the Large Bal- 
ance Wheel. — 


Pants, April 2.—[Speeial Correspondence. | 
—Have you quite forgotten the memorable 
visit paid to the City of Chicago last year by 
that astonishing and eccentric young man, 
Oscar Wilde ? Or does an amused smile still 
flit over some Chicago faces as they conjure 
up his esthetic image and think of the novel 
theories, sartorial and artistic, which he ex- 
pounded in Anrerica? In either case Oscar 
is, withall his absurdities {and perhaps a 
good deal on account of them), a sufficiently 
interesting character to deserve reverting to 
now and then, as occasien offers; and, the 
occasion having offered itself to me several 
times lately in Paris, l tgok it. I had vari- 
ous reasous for doing so. First and fore- 
most, a very natural desire to see a man ‘who 
had 6o audaciously run the gauntiet of popular 
prejudice and convention: secondly, profession- 
al curiosity—a wish to learn something about 
the work on America which rumor said he bad 
cowe to Paris to write, far from the madding 
crowd of adoring virgins that beset bim in bis 
native Kensington; and thirdily—buot the two 
reasons I have given already are sufficient. 

He has been here for at least two months 
already, but curiously enough bas attracted 
very littic attention. Not a single French pa- 
per has, so far as I have heard, thougdt it worth 
its while to send a man to interview him, and 
though be has been seen daily on the Boulevard 
des Capucines and in the Avenue de I'Opera his 
coming and going bave made no more stir 
amongst the Parisians than if he had beena 
mere Roumanian Minister ora ‘Turkish Pasha. 
From this my intelligent readers, ewen though 
they shouid not bappen to bave crossed the briny 
ocean, will at once perceive that Faris is a very 
‘much more cosmopolitan and bilusé city than 
New York or Chicago. 

To some extent, no doubt, this absence of ex- 
citement may be accounted for by the com para- 
tive quiet and simpliciy of the esthete’s de- 
meauor here. Having no particular object to 
gain by culting any ultra-csthetic capers on 
boulevard, and, wishing to be aliowed to work at 
his book aud bis plays undisturbed, he bas put 
uway much of his bom and absurdity for a 

; dropped the kn 
ali thougtt of lilies or sunflowers, trimmed bis 
bair carefully, and, in short, bas discreetly toned 
bimself down into something not very unlike 
the objectionable and detestable bourgeois 
against whoin be points so much satire. 


OSCAR AT HOME. 


At home, bowever, that is to say, in his rooms 
atcne Hotel Veitaire. and at night, when, re- 
spousive to the invitations liberally showered 
upon bim by the Americans and English ita 
Parts, he condescends to shine at a stray soirée 
or dinner, be becomes the Oscar you have seen 
and I had read of—a glorious creature, ali har- 
noniocus color and intensity: a — - 
matist. a High Priest, and Prophet of the Beauti- 
fui. Theother day. for instance, when | cailied 
upon him, [found tim lounging iaxuriousiy ia 
au arm-cehair aud atticed in a green veivet 
jacket, salwmon-colored neckcioth, burot sienna 
**inexpressibies,” red silk stockings, and pumps. 
At the back of his head he bad artfully disposed 
a tiger or a leopard skin, and round him, strewn 
about with a great appearaace of elaborate dis- 
order, were fifteen or twenty balf-read and haif- 
cut yellow-covered novels. 

H rose with real though languid courtesy, and 
begged me to be seated. I must say his face 
pleased ne. Effeminate it is, of course, but de- 
cidecly ciever and refined. ‘His conversation, of 
which I had heard so much, pleased me iess. 
He seewed to have an aimust insuperabie ditfi- 
culty in being natural, and tritest remark 
set bim pompousiy digressing for full five 
minutes. “Il lieve you frequent the same 
café us 1 do?” was, for instance, replied to by 
an exhaustive dissertation (suspiciously likp a 
bit of an old lecture) on the important part the 
café pjayed in the social economy of the Greeks.

But he had to 
illusions about the reception he might expect 
there. “Even Sarah Bervhbardt,” said he, “would 


not have any success if sbe were to go buck, See 
bow indifferently .it has fared with Rossi, 
many another.” 

Sovun after I made some reference to the book 
he was supposed to be writing and inquired 
what scope aad character he intended to give it. 
* Weil, be reptied, “ it will probably be issued in 
two volumes, and be ready this year. As to its 
character, I shail not gu into very deep criti- 
ciem. Neither shallisay much about Boston 
jails and Philadeipbia sanitation or things of 
that sort, which are, of course, of no importance. 
I shali try to set down what i have heard Ameri- 
cans say of iife and art—and I have beard 
much that was of deep interest—and I shail 
espegially consider what life is to young men in 
America, what they can bope to do there, and 
what they do.”’

“ You must have found urself very little 
in sympathy with America and Americans, 
surely?” lremarked after a pause.

TWO BAD MEN. 

Detectives Amstein and Murnane arrested 
“Tommy” O’Brien and Edward Hayes, confi- 
dence men and monte operators, on Clark street 
last night, and locked them up at the Cefitral 
Stadion. O'Brien tirst became prominent a few 
years ago when he was shot tbrough 
the lungs in a gamblers quarrel in 
a Halsted street gambling-house by James 
Croal, a well-known sport here. O'Brien re- 
covered from the wound in spite of the fact that 
it was supposed at the time to tal, and be- 
gan wosking the confidence rack He always 
carried a huge revoiver with bim io bis satchel, 
and this tiasned upon the sucker at the right 
moment would doa greut deul toward convincing 
him that be had better be quiet. O'Brien and 
John Buckley, alias “ Bokay Jobuny,” traveied 
together for several years, bur atout a vear 
ago O’Brien struck up a partnersbip with Wilii- 
iam Buckley, Johany’s brother. Witb this man 
he worked the southwestern part of the coun- 
try. swindling on the cars. One day iast 
fall they attempted to swindle a country- 
man on a train near Kansas City, 
and the ex-Mayor of that city, who 
vehanced to be sitting near, interposed in bebaif 
of the sucker, and was at once attacked vy 
O'Brien, who poked a revolver under bis nose 
and threatened to blow the top of his bead off. 
Both were arrested, tried, and given eleven years 
each in the penitentiary. Demanding a 

trial they got it, and before it 
came off they succeeded in getting the sucker 
to gO to California, so that there Was no evi- 
dence to bold them the second time, and they 
were discharged. Hayes is well knowo as a 
crook anda monte man, but is not regarded as 
so dangerous a man as 0' Brien.

THE CiITY-HALL. 


Justice Ingersoll fined Herman Nettka, of 
No. 1060 Twentieth street, $50 yesterday for vio- 
lating the building ordinance, 

The contractor has substantially finished 
cleaning the stregis in the business district, and 
yesterday begun work in the other divisions, 
commencing on Randolph, Lake, and Madison, 
and Ciark and Kinzie. Some men are also work- 
ing south on State and Ciark. He employs 150 
teams and 400 men. 

The tug men have almost convinced Mayor 
Harrison that they cannot find a device which 
will consume smoke. Commissioner De Wolf, 
however, says they haven't tried very hard, and 
the owner of a smoke-burner is to be given an 
opportunity to show that the nuisance can be 
abated by putting his apparatus on a tug. 

There were 232 deaths in the city last week, 
a decrease of fifteen from the preceding one, 


but an increase of nineteen over the corre- 


sponding week last year. Of the deceased 115 
were under 5 years of age—ecighty of them 
vuder lyear. Convulsions carried off 14; can- 
cer, 6; diphtheria, 8; sceriet-fever, 10: typhoid- 
fever, 5; meuingitis, 13; consumption, 22; pueu- 
monia, 24; and old age, 4. 

The Committee on Licenses decided to 
recoinmend tpe placing on tile of the petitions 
of the wholesale liquor-dealers, gunpowder 
men, and pawubrokers. who asked for a reduc- 
tion of license. The liquor men said they would 
test the legality of their ordinance in the courts. 
The one in relation to bankers, brokers, and 
commission men was laid over in order that 
those interested might be heard. 


Not one in seven of the registry books 
has been returned to the City Clerk.altbough the 
laws requires that acopy of every registry shall 
be filed with him. Upto date, however, he has 
received only twenty out of 146 books. But the 
judges are no more remiss than usual,the greater 
number being in the babit of keeping the reg's- 
try books, as they are of no particniag. value. 
The poll-books being the ones used for Melectir 
jururs, the City Cierk doesn’t bother himsei 
about them. 


MINISTERIAL MEETINGS. 

DISCORDANT OPINIONS ABOUT MIRACLES. 

The usual weekly conference of the Baptist 
ministers was held at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday forenoon, the Rev. Dr. Lawrence 
presiding. Dr. Kennard read a paper, the sub- 
ject being: “A Review of Dr. A. J. Gordon's 
Work on ‘The Ministre of Healing.’’’ The 
paper was a brief synopsis of Dr. Gordon’s book, 
and an extended and favorable criticism of his 
ideas on ancient and modern miracles. In sum- 
ming up Dr. Kennard argued that there were 
abundant proofs in modera times of miraculous 
interposition with physical iaw by a divine 


power, and that anything whicb assailed or de- 
nied the possibility and probability of modern 
miracies was Virtually av assault on and a de- 
nial of the miracies of the Bible. The paper 
war criticised by the Rev. E. O. Tayior, D. Muac- 
Gregor, W. B. Elsdon, J. T. Burnve, L. Kay- 
mond, and others, most of them agreeing 
with Dr. Kennard. The Kev. D. Mac- 
Gregor dieputed Dr. Kennard’s argu- 
ments, and asserted that the days of 
miracles were long past. Miracles, he said, were 
intend dto serve a special purpose in apostolic 
days. The effect in modern times of looking for 
miraculous gifts and manifestations had beet 
most pestiferous. In support of tais be quoted 
the cases of Edward Irving and others. The 
miracies of Oid Testament history had in 
imuny cases been injurious instead of beveticial, 
and he believed the same might be said of those 
of apostolic days. Prayer was an absolute sub- 
mission to God, the words of Christ, “If it is 
Thy will,” etc., being the proper model, but 
these aspirings after the miraculous were a dic- 
tation and a challenge to God. He expressed 
his readiness to discuss the matter fuily with 
Dr. Kennard at any time, The Rev. W. B. Eis- 
don expressed similar opinions, and denied 
strongly the reality of any of the so-calied mod- 
ero miracles, 

The business for the next meeting is a paper 
by Prof. Fisk on * The Taurian Mytb.” 

THE EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION, 

The thirty-nioth annual session of the Evan- 
gelical Association of Illinois will close today. 
The meetings of the session have been held at 
St. Jonn’s Church, corner of Noble and Huron 
streets. Yesterday was given up to addresses 
by Bishop Bowman, of Allentown, Pa., and 
Bishop Esher, of this city, Treasurer ot the 
Northwestern College. Mr. Jobn Schneider, of 
Chicago, was elected Trustee of the coliege, and 
also of the Union Biblical Institute. The closing 
sacramental! services were conducted by Bishops 
Bowwan, Esher, and others, and were entirely 
in the German tongue. Resolutions of regret 
were passed relative to the departure of the 
Rev. G. Fox from the [illinois Conference for 
missionary work in Denver uoder the supervis- 
ion of the Board of Missions. The membership 
numbers 11,000 in Illinois, with eigbty ministers 
and seventy-two churches. The total member- 
ship in the United States and Canada is about 
100,000. In Germany and Switzerland there are 
10,000 members, and a mission station bas been ia 
operation sume years in Japan witb 100 members. 
Owing to the fact that about one-third of the 
membersbip now speak Bngiish, and that a gen- 
eral desire has been expressed fur services in 
that language, a committee was appointed to 
take the necessary steps to start an Eng\jsb- 
speaking church, The committee will report at 
the next aonual couference. The churches are 
generally free from debt. The convention will 
adjourn today. The sect is known as the “ Al- 
brigbts’’ in Pennsylvania, having been founded 
by a minister of that name.

Nowak tried to shoot himself then and 
there, but the revolver missed fire, and it was 
not until he reached the yard below that be 
made the second and successful attempt to 
cheat the gallows. 

Among the dead man’s effects was found a 
letter wherein he asked the Wicker Lodge of 
United Workmen, of which he was a mewbder, 
to send his children to Germany, declaring that 
his mother-in-law bad cuused the dumestic in- 
felicity which drove bim to the cemmission of 
the deed. The letter was dated Sunday. A ver- 
dict of suicide was rendered in the case. 

ED SANFORD.

THE MAYOR’S TELEGRAPH-CABLE SCHEME 
UNANIMOUSLY CONDEMNED. 

Ald. Geohegan introduced the following: 

WuHereas, The Western Union Telegraph 
Company bave men at work stringing cavies 
for the purpose of transmitting telegraphic 
messages, and as there is an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the stringing of lines, wires, or cables; 
therefore, 

Resolved, Tnat these cables are a standing 
menace to the lives and fortunes of our peuple ; 
and, therefore, be it 

Ordered, That the Mayor be and he is hereby 
directed to enforce the provisions of Sec. 2,022 
of the municipal code againstall persons ur 
corporations violating the same, and to order all 
such cables erected within the last sixty days 
removed forthwith, / 

The Mayor explained that the company 
was simply putting its 120 wires into cables 
as an experiment. He had given it authority 
todo whatit was doing, andon the Ist of 
May if the cables were not removed he would 
cut them. No new wires had been put up, 
and none would be allowed, and all that was 
being done was tosubstitute cables for wires. 

Ald. Geohegan objected to the explanation, 
and charged that the Mayor had been incon- 
sistent, to say the least. He called attention 
to his cutting of the Mutual Union wires and 
the apparent favoritism shown. He could see 
ne distinction between wires and cables in 
the ordinance, and insisted upon the adop- 
tion of his resolution. 

Ald. Cullerton thought the Mayar had ex- 
ceeded his authority in the action he had 
taken, and that he had no more right to do 
what he had done than he had to give the 
Board of Trade Telegraph Company the 
right to erect poles and string wires through 
the streets. 

Ald. Peevey was in favor of the res6l ution, 
and hoped that it would pass.

ship. The Directors are moving very cau- 
tiouslvin the selection of mémbers from 
among the large ttimberof applications that 
were filed during jhe time the membership 
was reduced to $400. A prominent member 
of that corporation | gives it as his opinion 
that the “ poin ’an afternoon paper un- 
dertook to give Open Board some time 
ago regarding Board of Trade men joining 
in suflicient numbers! to get control of the 
Open Board was unnecessary, as the next 
election of Directors and officers will proba- 
bly show that the “little board ’’ knows how 
to take care of its own interests. 

As the question of the Open Board 
using the quotations of the Board of Trade 
will probably come before the Board of Di- 
rectors of the latter institution this after- 
noon, THE TRUNK is requested wo state 
correctly the exact propositivn made. It is, 
that the Board of Trade will allow the téle- 
graph companies to send its quotations to 
the Open Board, if the latter guarantees that

[gard by any other corporation or pérson. 
ln return for this privilege, the Board of 
Trade asks the Open Board to charge the 
same rate of Commissions in the transaction 
of its business, as it dges—viz.: one-eighth 
of a cent for all trades between members and 
one-quarter of a cent on ali business tran- 
sacted for parties not members of either 
board; also, that the Open Board adopt the 
same hours in Which to transact its busi- 
ness as those of the Board of.‘I'rade. The 
latter reserves the right to cancel the agree- 
ment, if it is violated by the Open-Board 
menbers, 

UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPHS. 

The Board of Trade people are well awate 
that a system of “tips” has been arranged 
inthe alley Whereby their quotations are 
given to the Open Luard from the Metropoli- 
tan Grain and Stock Exchange on the op- 
posit side of the alley from the Open Board, 
but they say they arenot grieving their souls 
over the matter, as a decision will soon be 
arrived at in the courts whereby the remain- 
ing bucket-shop which telephones its quuta- 
tions to a branch concern inthe rear of the 
Brevoort "House, and allows them to be 

“tipped ”’ to the Upen Board, will be closed 
up. Agreatmany of the members of the 
Board of Trade wno have been spoken to 
about the manner in which their quotations 
are “tipped”? about the alley seem 
indifferent about it, and say they don’t 
blame the Open Board people or any one else 
for getting them in thatway.

A Cemetery Company Sued by the 
Heirs of a Stockholder Who 
Died Long Ago, 


The Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Buck- 
et-Shop Case Taken Under 
Advisement, 


One of a Batth of Satchel Thieves Makes 
a OonfessionThe Hog-Stealing 
Oases. 


Some Racy Facts Promised in the Weber- 
Taylor Case That Savor of Ancient 
History. 


The Rosehill Cemetery. 

Judge Tuley was engaged yesterday hear- 
ing the case of Killian V. R. Lansingh, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of John Dempster, 
deceased, against the Rosehill Cemetery 
Company, Van H. Higgins, and others, to re- 
deem certain stock of the Cemetery Com- 
pany. Dempster died some nineteen years 
ago, owning forty-five shares of the stock 
and conditional scrip calling for 190 shares 
more, and it has lain in the hands of his legal 
representatives for many years, it being sup- 
posed the stock was worthless, The bill 
charges-that the offairs of the company have 
been greatly mismanaged; that illegal bonds 
have been issued, and useless expenses 
incurred, so as to depreciate the value of the 
stock, and it is asked that the company’s af- 
fairs may all be overhauled and an accouuit- 

had. 

A demurrer was filed to the bill on the 
ground, first, because the complainant as ad- 
ministrator de bonis non could not maintain 
the suit. It did not appear that he had 
in his hands any sum out of which he could 
pay, ahy sum due on the stock, or that he 
would be allowed so to use the money if he 
hadit. The stock which he sought to re- 
deem was only a small portion of a 
large amount of stock held to _ se- 
cure an indebdtedness of $140,000. The 
administrator could not undertake to 
redeem his portion of the stock by paying 
part of the debt. The second objection was 
that the complainant had been guilty of 
laches, as the transactions complained of 
took place from ten to twenty pease 36°. 
Still another ground of demurrer was 
the bill was multifarious, combining several 
incongruous Causes of action. Lastly, the 
issuance of the scrip did not amount to an 
equitable assignment of the stock, and not 
being an equitable assignment tae adminis- 
trator could uot maintain the bill. 


The Public Grain Exchange Case. 

The bucket-shop case of the Public Grain 
and Stock Exchange against the Baltimore 
& VUhio Telegraph Company came up yester- 
day morning before Judge Moran, on a mo- 
tlon to dissolve the temporary injunction 
granted abouta year ago. This institution 
claims to be different from the city bucket- 
shops here, as it does not post up any 
quotations on a blackboard nor allow trad- 
ing by the pubiic in its rooms, but its “4 
ness 1s done with country patrons wholl 
telegraphic orders. It is not denied, bd 
ever, that the proprietors of the institution 
**took the deais”’ themselves. The case was 
argued by Judge Trumbull and A. B. Jenks 
for the Raga rape og and Waite & Clarke 
for legraph company, and Judge 
Re seek he matterunder advisement gt 
the conclusion of the érguments. 


One of the Satchel and Trunk Thieves 
Tells the Story of the Burglary. 

In Judge Jameson’s court the trial of Will- 
iam Kane, Peter berg, John Kelly, William 
Ryan, and Harry Hayes for burglary was 
commenced. The burglary was committed 
Dec. 27, 1882, when the store of Haskell 
Brothers, in Tus Tripunge Building, was 
robbed of about $800 worth of valises and 
satchels. Five voung men were arrested soon 
after, and the greater part of the property re- 
covered. The accused were all provided 
with counsel—J. C. King representing Berg 
and Ryan; W. 8. Forrest, Kane: Judge 
Longnecker, telly; and Mr. Humphreyville, 
Hayes. Th was no evidence malian 
Ryan, and he was discharged. 
Kelly was anxious to have a jury 
trial, while the others were content 
to have the J udge pass upon the case. Kane 
pleaded guilty to Poernlae I stolen property, 
and berg did the same. r. Humphreyville 
claimed that his client was Innocent, and had 
witnesses to prove that on the night of the 
burglary Hayes worked all night in arestau- 
rant on Adams street. ‘The Judge, after 
hearing the evidence and the arguments, 
was about to pass sentence, when Kelly said 
he would waive a jury trial, plead guilty, 
and tell the wholé story of the burglary. . I e 
then said that the plan was first proposed by 
berg, and, after an examination’ of 
the premises, he and Kane joined 
the scheme. Berg broke a side win- 
dow on . Dearborn § street, and then 
got inside, opened the door, and passed the 
goods to Keily and Kane. "The carrying off 
of the goods occupied two or three hours. 
They were first taken and placed under a 
sidewalk on Adams street, near the Ameri- 
can Expréss Building’s rear entrance. — 
three then got Hayes to help them gar 
goods to a room —_r by Berg and 4 
on Adams street. The gang sold several 
satchels and valises to second-hand dealers 
and pawnbrokers. After hearmeg Kelly’s 
statement the Judge said he would postpone 
the further hearing of the case until this

The Hog-Stealing Cases—The Testimo<- 
ny to Be Concluded Today. 

In Judge Barnum’s court further evidence 
was heard in the hog-stealing cases of Rider 
and Sheridan.

Repeal of the Obnoxious Order 
garding Welland Canal 
: Regulations. 
Freight Rafes Very Unsettled, Owners 
and Shippers Being Still 
Far Apart. . 


Heavy Damage to the Docks at East Tawas by 
ice—The Latest News from the 
Straits. 


No Restrictions on Bowsprits. 

Vesselinen generally will be pleased to learn 
that the order requiring all vessels passing 
through the Weliand Canal to have movable 
bowsprits has been countermanded, and no 
restrictions whatever will be placed on them 
beyond making them responsible for any dam- 
age that may be caused by coming in contact 
with the bridges. This order was made by 
the Canadian authorities last winter, and was 
considered by vesselowners:an arbitrary and 
unnecessary interference on the part of the 
canal authorities, as the former ciaim that there 
was nothing to justify them in issuing such an 
order. Accordingly a petidon, bearing the 
signatures of a large number of vesseien, was 
presented to the Commissioners asking that the 
orier might be revoked, As a result of their 
efforts the following has been issued by the 
Secretary of the canal: 

For the navigable season of 1882 vessels will be ai- 
lowed to pass through the Welland Canal! withvut re- 
strictions as to fixed or movable bowsprits, other than 
they bave hitherto done. They will, however, 48 
heretofore, be held liable. as provided for in the 
canal rexuiations, for any damages they may do to 
the bridges or other works. 

The annouiling of this order will be a rreat ben- 
efit to vesseimen, as it requires about a haifa 
day’s time to unship the bowsprit in order to 
cunform with the restriction, to say nothing of 
the beavy expense they are subjected to in 
making the necessary alterations in the con- 
struction of the forward part of their vessels. 
They also ciaim that after a vessel bas been al- 
tered to admit of the bowsprit beifig raised, the 
heavy strain of canvas weakens the VOS8Clp 4S 
there can be no fastenings above deck. 


Grain Freichts. 

The shippers and vesselmen have not been 
able to agree on grain freighis yet, and the 
situation has not been changed in the least, the 
vesselmen remaining obstinaté in their deter- 
mination not to cut under, and the shippers 
equally determined not to yield to their de- 
mands. What the result will be remains to be 
seen, but it is conceded by bothgsides that one or 
the other will give in before the week is out. 
The only charter made yesterday was the 
scbooner Hartford for 22,000 busbels of corn (tQ, 
Kingston at 6% cents. 


A Serious Accident. 

Eddie Jenkins, fireman on the tug Success, 
met with a serious accident yesterday, and it 
will probably be some time before he will be 
abie to attend to bis duties. He was at work 
witb the engineer making some repairs on the 
engine, and when it was started up bis bead was 
caught between the pumpshaft and buikhead 
and badly crusbed. Dr. Leonard was imme- 
diately cailed, and pronounced the injuries 
serious, but not necessarily fatal, and after tak- 
ing some stitches in the patient's face had him 
conveyed to the Marine Hospital. At a late 
hour last night it was learned that he was rest- 
ing easily, and that he would probably recover 
from the effects of bis injuries. 


Iee ia Lake Huron. 

Port HuRON, Mich., April 16.—The condition 
of the ice in Lake Huron is much the same as 
in winter.
